A new mental health center that will 


serve Elk Grove and Schaumburg town- 
ships will open Sept. 1, according to offi- 
cials of Elk Grove Community Service. 


The agency, an arm of the Elk Grove 


Village, government, recently received a 
$52,000 state grant to provide mental 
health services to the two townships. 


Jorden Rosen, executive director of 


Community Service, said Dr. Charles 
Turk, will be hired as a part-time psy- 
chiatrist. Three full-time social workers, 
one of them a youth worker, and a full- 
time secretary, will also be hired. The 
names of the other new employes <"are

hired by Aug. 22. The announcement of 
the center's opening also came Thurs- 
day. 


Prior to the awarding of the grant, Elk 


Grove and Schaumburg as well as Pala- 
tine and Wheeling townships all were 
served by the Northwest Mental Health 
A s s o c i a t i o n (NMHA) of .Arlington 
Heights. 


The center will be located at the site of 


the present Community Service facility, 
a house at 700 Biesterfleld Rd., adjacent 
to Alexian Brothers Medical Center. 


While under the NMHA, Schaumburg 


had a one-day-a-week .treatment facility 
available in the township. Tentative 
plans call for Community Service to con- 
tinue this program. 


Rosen said the center will provide four 


services to the townships: 


—intake and emergency treatment. 
—continuing care for patients dis- 


charged from state mental hospitals. 


-«hild and adolescent care, primarily 


for children in a "high risk" category, 
these are children' who would be re- 
moved from the community if the center 
could not care for them. 


—treatment of adults on an out-patient 


ACCORDING TO Quentin Goodrich, 


president of the board, fees'for treatment 
will be on a sliding scale, based on the 
ability of the patient to pay. He said no 
one would be refused treatment because 
they had no funds. 


The center will be governed by a coun- 


eling committee which will report to the 
Community Service Board. Members of 
the Schaumburg Township Mental'Health 
Board will serve in "an advisory capacity 
on the committee, according to Commu- 
nity Service officials. 


Plans also call for a social worker to 


spend one day a week at the Elgin State 
Mental Hospital. The worker win estab- 
lish contact with patients who are soon to 
be released from the hospital and trans- 
ferred to Community Service on a sus- 
taining treatment basis. 


In organizing the center, the board 


voted approval of a new position at Com- 
munity Service, medical director. This is 
the position Dr. Turk will fill. 


Rosen will remain as executive direc- 


tor in charge of administration.

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ACLU Backs Suburb Lwv-Income Housing Built By CSA 


by ANNE SLAV1CEK 


A plan calling for low-income bousing 


units to be buflt In suburban commu- 
nities by the Chicago Housing Authority 
or the Cook County Housing Authority is 
being advocated by the American Civil 
Liberties Union. 


The ACLU proposal is a suggested 


judgment in a court case currently be- 
fore U.S. District Court Judge Richard 
Austin. 


The rough draft of the proposal, filed 


in June already has prompted suburban 
mayors to form a coalition to develop 
their own program for low and moder- 
ate-Income housing development within 
the suburbs. 


Jack Pahl, a commissioner on the 


Northeastern Illinois Planning Commis- 
sion and a former Elk Grove Village 
mayor, began the coalition in response to 
the ACLU's suggestion that suburbs be 
forced to accept their "fair share" of 
low-Income housing and that the federal 
court rule as to what that fair share is 
for each community. 


Pahl hopes the suburbs can avoid a 


court-ordered distribution of low-income 
housing if the communities begin now to 
establish a plan to choose locally sites 
for bousing for persons of low and mod- 
erate Incomes. 


But be admits that the mayors have no 


assurance that their proposal would de- 
ter Austin from enforcing the ACLU's 
suggestions and bringing the low-income 
housing Into the area as part of a federal 
court order. 
• If the ACLU has Us way, 01,696 dwell- 
ing units for tow-income families wlll.be 
buitt In a wide geographic area which 
includes Metropolitan Chicago and many 


of its suburbs. 


A FINAL plan for the ACLU's recom- 


mended judgment is expected to be sub- 
mitted to Judge Austin Sept. 25. 


The rough draft already in the judge's 


hands is an indication of what the ACLU 
is seeking. 


ACLU Atty. Al Polikoff prepared the 


rough draft. He said the ACLU wants the 
court to provide requirements that the U. 
S. Department of Housing and Urban De- 
velopment (HUD) and the Chicago Hous- 
ing Authority (CHA) evenly distribute 
61,000 low-income dwelling units in the 
metropolitan area. 


The ACLU calls such requirement "ef- 


fective relief" and says it is preferable 
to HUD and CHA proposals which 
amount to their promising their "best ef- 
forts" to build adequate low and moder- 
ate-Income bousing. 


In his rough draft of the proposal, Poli- 


koff includes a map of the area to be 
included in the court judgment. 


The map includes the bulk' of the 


Northwest suburban area, although the 
Lake County section of Buffalo Grove, 
the western edge of Hoffman Estates and 
the Barrington area appear to be ex- 
cluded from the proposed site location 
area. 


Polikoff explained In the proposed 


judgment that the entire six-county area 
in northeastern Illinois is too large an 
area to be used in assigning locations to 
the low-cost housing. 


INSTEAD, HE recommends that the 


bousing be distributed within the "Chi- 
cago Urbanized Area," A small scale 
map of the area included shows the 
northwest corner of Cook County is ex- 
cluded as is the western portio of Lake 


County, 


Generally the area where the ACLU 


wants the housing includes most of Cook 
County, a substantial portion of DuPage 
County and the eastern portion of Lake 
County. 


This "Chicago Urbanized Area" in- 


cludes 89 per cent of the population of 
the six-county Chicago housing market 
area, Polikoff said. 


The housing should be allocated to 


various communities within the Chicago 
Urbanized Area on the basis of six cri- 
teria, Polikoff wrote. 


He said a "fair share" plan designa- 


ting generalized locations for the units 
win be included in the final raft of the 
proposed order to the court. 


The criteria he win use in deciding a 


community's fair share will include the 
ability of an area to absorb new pupils 
into schools, the location of major job 
centers, the existing concentration of 
low-cost housing, the tax base, available 
vacant land and population. 


Each of the criteria point to the North- 


west suburbs as an area destined for a 
substantial share of the dwelling units, if 
the court accepts Pollkoff s recommen- 
dations. 


Polikoff said the major defendants in 


the lawsuit before Judge Austin — HUD, 
the CHA and the City of Chicago — 
"agree in principle that additional hous- 
ing provided as relief in this case should 
be located throughout .the metropolitan 
area and not concentrated exclusively in 
Chicago." 


HE POINTED to the fact that blacks 


make up 32.7 per cent of the city's popu- 
lation but only 3.6 per cent of the subur- 
ban population. He quoted a HUD official 


as saying, "Central cities are losing 
whites and gaining blacks. In spite of a 
gradual increase in the number of blacks 
and other minorities living in the sub- 
urbs, the fact of the white noose around 
the country's largest cities is largely an 
unchanged reality..." 


Those facts are complicated by the 


reality that while the black families are 
in the central cities, "The major econom- 
ic growth representing many thousands 
of jobs is taking place in outlying subur- 
ban areas," Polikoff quoted the HUD of- 
ficial as saying. 


Between 1959 and 1970 nearly 87 per 


cent of the Chicago metropolitan area's 
new employment opportunities were sub- 
urban, not central city, opportunities," 
Polikoff said. 


He said others who believe the suburbs 


must accept their share of the burden 
include George Romney, who is named 
as the first defendant in the suit and Vice 
President Spiro Agnew. 


"The suburban resident who thinks he 


has fled the city's problems, but can still 
enjoy its benefits) must realize that if the 
city dies — if the core rots — then the 
whole apple goes," Polikoff said. "He 
can't intelligently take the attitude, "I've 
moved out; to hell with it," the quote 
attributed to Agnew says. 


SUBURBAN opposition to an influx of 


tow-income housing can be overcome by 
seeking court orders to enforce the terms 
of Judge Austin's ruling, Polikoff sug- 
gested. 


He cited court rulings that local politi- 


cal boundaries are "a matter of con- 
venience and not of sovereignty." 


"They may be disregarded when nec- 


essary to vindicate federal constitutional 


rights," he said, basing his position on 
Supreme Court, lower federal court and 
state court rulings. 


"There is no doubt that the court has 


the authority to require metropolitan lo- 
cation," he said. 


The poor quality of urban education is 


another reason to locate some of the 
sites in the suburbs, the ACLU attorney 
alleged. 


Lower income minority families like 


those who filed the suit against the CHA 
and HUD, "attend largely segregated 
Chicago schools while most suburban 
schools remain overwhelmingly white," 
he says. 


Yet another reason to place the bous- 


ing in the suburbs is that 95 per cent of 
all the vacant land in the Chicago area is 
in the suburbs, Polikoff said. 


"Although redevelopment of obsolete 


commercial and industrial areas within 
the city affords significant potential for 
the new housing, the reality is that va- 
cant land may be developed far more 
quickly than improved land," Polikoff 
told Judge Austin. 


Polikoff said under federal housing law* 


up to one half of the units should be 
made available to eligible community 
residents who already live in the area 
where the sites are being developed. The 
remainder would go to low-income fami- 
lies now living in ghetto areas like those 
Polikoff is representing in the court case. 


Pahl's plan called for including moder- 


ate-income families — such as senior 
citizens and single people who grew up in 
the suburbs — as among those eligible 
for the new dwellings. 


But the proposal Polikoff has made is 


only for low-income, single-family homes 


and low-income, multiple-family units. 


Federal standards define families liv- 


ing on less than $6,000 per year as having 
a low income while families with in- 
comes from $6,000 to $12,000 are defined 
as having moderate incomes. The figures 
vary by family size. 


Polikoff said it is undesirable to have 


excessive concentrations of public hous- 
ing in single areas. 


"Mini-ghettos and the creation of new 


racially impacted areas must be 
avoided," he said. 


Therefore, he said, the order must con- 


tain appropriate provisions for the loca- 
tion of the new dwelling units on a scat- 
tered basis, "to assure against excessive 
concentrations of low-income housing 
within a community " 


"Fair share" techniques are necessary 


to assure the sites will be dispersed 
among communities, although not every 
community will necessarily be assigned 
a given number of sites, Polikoff said. 


The Chicago Housing Authority has the 


statutory authority to operate anywhere 
within the state, be said. 


In case there is an existing regional 


housing authority within the area, such 
as the Cook County Housing Authority, 
the CHA would need the agreement from 
that authority before it could name the 
sites. 


A local housing authority should have 


the option of providing its own housing to 
meet the requirements of the court or- 
der, he said. 


But opposition from any local housing 


authority like that from individual com- 
munities should be met with court action 
if necessary to make sure that the dwell- 
ings are built, Polikoff said.

Illinois Bell Telephone Co., stung by an 


adverse Illinois Commerce Commission 
rate ruling, is weighing what to do next. 


The commission, in a ruling handed 


down Friday, denied the full 20 per cent 
service rate increase requested by the 
telephone company in the fall of 1971. 


The approval of only a 4 per cent rate 


boost for a selected group of services fol- 
lowed the commission's denial of an in- 
terim rate increase in February of this 
year. 


"We are shocked and deeply dis- 


appointed," said Bell President Charles 
L. Brown of this decision. He said the 
utility will ask the ICC to reconsider its 
decision. 
' 


The Independent Voters of Illinois 


(1VI), acting as an intervenor in the 
case, win also ask the commission to re- 
consider its decision. "If this is denied 


we will go to the courts," said IVI attor- 
ney Richard Means. He said the organi- 
zation's appeal will be presented on the 
basis of "unconscionable waste" in Bell 
operations. The IVI wants no increase at 
all. 


The commission ruling will allow Bell 


to charge the added 4 per cent on in- 
stallation service, certain intra state 
calls and certain nonrecurring charges. 
It will bring in an additional $44,562,000 a 
year for the utility. ICC chairman David 
H. Armstrong said the utility needs 
$20,971,000 to meet present operating ex- 
penses, and the rate hike more than al- 
lows for this amount. 


THE RATE INCREASE will not apply 


to basic service rates for business and 
residential customers. It contrasts with 
the average 20 per cent rate hike re- 
quested by Bell, which would have netted 


German Measles Tests To Be Mandatory 


Brides-to-be must take a test for Ger- 


man measles after Oct. 1 in Illinois. Gov. 
Richard B. Ogilvie has signed into law a 
measure requiring the test before wed- 
ding licenses are issued to prospective 
brides. 


If a woman is found susceptible to the 


disease — also known as rubella — the 
state can urge her to be immunized but 
it can't call off her wedding. 


If, however, a bride can't produce a 


physician's affidavit showing she under- 


went the test for German measles, the 
county clerk will refuse to give her a 
wedding license. 


Illinois school children long have been 


immunized against German measles, 
said Ogilvie at the brief bill-signing cere- 
mony, but "this provides an important 
tool for reaching women of child-bearing 
age." 


The legislation, sponsored by Rep. 


John Conolly, R-Waukegan, does not ap- 
ply to women whose religious beliefs pre- 
vent such tests.

"We feel that the ICC decision is a 


victory for the consumer," said Means 
on Friday. Despite the IVI's ruling, he 
said the commission's handling of the 
case does mark the opening of rate hear- 
ings to wide public interest. 


"We are pleased that the ICC said that 


they are going to require the telephone 
company to took into providing the ser- 
vice for low income people," Means con- 
tinued. He said this will have a particu- 
lar impact in suburban areas where Bell 
is gradually phasing out the cheaper par- 
ty lines service. 


"Something else, the commission has 


done and will do in the future is to 
request what are called cost of service 
studies," Means said. He said this should 
have a radical effect on rates as the utili- 
ty discloses its cost for offering service 
in various areas. "For example, ^e are 
sure that operations rates here were sub- 
sidizing the cost of operations down- 
state," Means said. 


"WE WILL PROVIDE the best service 


we can as long as possible," Brown said, 


following the decision. "But meeting cus- 
tomer demands under these revenue lim- 
itations puts a heavy mortgage on our 
future service capabilities." 


"Even the figures we submitted last 


September to support our case are out of 
date now. "The situation has further de- 
teriorated." 


On April 27 the ICC turned down a Bell 


request for an interim rate increase of 
two-thirds of the amount it had sought. 


Bell attorney Gordon W. Winks had 


told the ICC that if the company didn't 
get the rate increase, there could be 
"brownout of telephone service." He said 
the interim hike would have permitted 
the firm to raise construction money. 


The ICC said today it "took note of 


substantial increases in wages and gen- 
eral operating costs incurred by the com- 
pany, including the union contract effec- 
tive over three years beginning 1971," as 
well as the Economic Stabilization Act. 
The decision must be considered by the 
Price Commission. 


THE COMPANY RECEIVED a $78 


million rate increase in November of 
1970, its first in 18 years.

Apartment Complexes Can91 Bar Children

Apartment complexes can legally ad- 


vertise that families with children under 
the age of 14 are not welcome as renters, 
but it cannot legally bar them from resi- 
dency with discrimination clauses in 
teases. 


A recent advertisement by Schaum- 


burg's International Village, apartment 
complex carried in the classified sections 
of Chicago area newspapers, stated, 
"Sorry No Children Under Junior High 
School Age." 


The advertisement led the Herald to an 


investigation of the legality of age dis- 
crimination rental policies. 


George Headrick, administrative as- 


sistant to the director of the Illinois 
Housing Development Authority, quoted 
Illinois Revised Statutes, Chapter 80, 


Paragraphs 37 and 38. The law states it 
is illegal for an owner or agent in a rent- 
al lease or agreement to require as a 
condition of rental that a family can 
have no children under the age of 14. 


Such discrimination is a misdemeanor, 


punishable by a $50 to $100 per fine un- 
lawful incident. 


Tracy Kirk, accountant for Inter- 


national Village's Chicago operations, 
said the apartment complex does not 
write such a stipulation into its leases. 
He said it is not "a company policy per 
se." 


"We can't legally make the age rule a 


policy. However, we tell someone with 
young children interested in renting that 
we don't have many kids living here and 
that they wouldn't be satisfied with the 
place. "Kirk said. 


Security Systems 
Guard The Rich 


When questioned further, he said if 


someone insisted on renting anyway, 
International Village has no choice but 
to allow them to sign a lease. 


THE ILLINOIS statute, as Headrick 


Quoted it, makes no mention of the legal- 
ity of publishing or printing an age dis- 
criminatory statement. 


However, another section of the law, 


Chapter 38, Paragraph 65, makes it illeg- 
al for a landowner or agent to refuse to 
rent, sell, or negotiate a housing agree- 
ment with any person who is physically 
or mentally handicapped. 


This section does make it unlawful to 


print or publish a bousing policy dis- 
criminating against handicapped people. 
Such practices constitute a mis- 
demeanor. The penalty is not more than 
a $2,000 fine or 30 days imprisonment. 


According to Headrick, federal law al- 


lows landowners to rent or sell housing 
exclusively to people over the age of 62. 
' Such senior citizen housing is not affect- 


ed by Illinois law.

Living within arm's reach of a burglar 


alarm button is a way of life for resi- 
dent! of plush Barrington Hills. 


Thousands of dollars worth of security 


systems are the sergeant at arms for 
this community of sliding glass doors 
and hilltop estates. 


The Paul M. Corbett home was. 


•quipped with some $2,000 of home secur- 
ity detectors, but he still was gunned 
down by intruders along with three mem- 
bers of his family. In the wake of the 
murders, Barrington Hills families are 
afraid. 


"I'm never seen the wealthy people so 


concerned ... not just in Barrington 
Hills but throughout the area," said Jim 
Humphrey, owner of a Palatine firm 
which installed Corbett's burglar alarm 
devices at well M nearly half of all the 
security system* in the homes of Cor- 
bett's neighbors. 


Since the murders Friday night, Aug. 


4, Barrington Hills homeowners have 
called Humphrey for "system checks 
and adding more equipment ... they 
want to make sure they're safe." 


Barrington Hills residents always have 


b**n concerned about tbt possibility of 
intruders in search of Jewelry, money 
and other household belongings. 


"Families there want a system to turn 


on at night," Humphrey said. They also 
want the family to be protected from in- 
truders while they an away." 


Humphrey added that sometime* per- 


sons with burglar detection systems do 
not activate Uw alarm ante they an 
away from homo, or at night while they 
sleep. 


"That's the way it was at Corbett's," 


he said. "People don't want to be re- 
stricted." 


Most of the exclusive Barrington Hills 


residences have built in burglary alarm 
buttons, which are active 24-hours-a-day 
and connected to the village police de- 
partment. 
• Corbett was 10 feet from an active bur- 
glar alarm button when he was murder- 
ed. 


The isolation of homes there by .the for- 


est preserve and wooded hills launched 
many of the new residents of the commu- 
nity to invest in the home detection sys- 
tems. 


"People feel insecure when they can't 


see a light in their neighbor's window," 
he said. 


Humphrey, who has been in the home 


security system business for seven 
years, notes "two events have motivated 
people" to invest in the systems. '•'The 
Percy killing in 1966 and the Corbett 
murder," he said. 


(One of Illinois Sen. Charles Percy's 


daughters was slain in a North Shore 
suburb several years ago. The case re- 
maim unsolved.) 


''When something^ like this happens

Woman Claims Car Tried

Police are investigating a report that 


aa Arlington Heights woman narrowly 
miaied being struck by an automobile 
Wednesday night that she says deliber- 
ately tried to run her down, -Another girl 
was killed later that night in a hit-and- 
run incident on Palatine Road. 


A third party told police Thursday 


night that the woman was walking her 
dog at about 9:45 p.m. Wednesday in an 
apartment building's parking area when 
a car pulled into the lot and turned on its 
bright headlight*. 


Police said the woman thought the 


driver of the car was only looking for a 
parking space until he "floored" the ac- 
celerator and came straight at her. She 
said she is sure the driver was deliber- 
ately trying to hit her, because the car 
had to swerve to aim at her. 


Police said the woman managed to 


jump out of the way. The car stopped 
briefly before speeding away, allowing 
the woman to take a look at the car and 
driver. She described the car as a 1970 or 
later beige or gold Crevrolet Impala with 
black vinyl top. She said the driver was 
a white man with dark hair and probably 
over 30 years of age. 


Paint found on the clothing of Mary L. 


Gabl, the Arlington Heights girl killed at 
about 10 p.m. Wednesday, indicated that 
she had been struck by a gold or yellow 
automobile with a square headlight area. 


Barry James Hayes, Palatine, who dis- 


covered Miss Gabl's body, told police 
that he saw a light-colored automobile go 
over the curb on Palatine Road, swerve, 
slow down then speed away shortly be- 
fore the body was discovered. 


Police are investigating the possibility 


that the two incidents are related. They 
are also checking "numerous" other 
leads, according to detectives assigned to 
the case. A canvas of the area for the 
death car was started the night of the 
incident in the Greenbriar subdivision, 
near the scene. The entire uniformed di- 
vision has also been checking any yellow 
or gold automobiles with front-end dam- 
age. 


Detectives found a girl Friday that had 


been walking along Palatine Frontage 
Road just a block and a half east of Miss 
Gabl at the time of the incident, but she 
could remember nothing about cars that 
passed her Wednesday night.

Paddock Publications newspaper car- 


riers will have a chance to win more 
than 1,000 different prizes at their second 
annual garage sale and auction.

ing ground. Every one of the 200 subur- 
ban municipalities with the single ex- 
ception of Flossmoor had an increase in 
median income. Despite an increase in 
absolute terms, the dollar gap is widen- 
ing," the study explains. 


The study figures used in defining the 


ranks of communities include median 
family income, median education of per- 
sons 25 years of age and older, per cent 
of families with incomes of $25,000 or 
more per year, and per cent of persons 
25 years of age or older who have college 
educations. 


ONLY SUBURBS WITH populations of 


more than 2,500 are ranked in the study. 


Medians for all suburban communities 


in the study are an annual family income 
of $13,380; 9.9 per cent of families earn- 
ing more than $25,000 annually; 12.4 
school years completed; and 15.2 per 
cent of persons 25 or older graduating 
from college. 


Comparable figures for the City of Chi- 


cago are a $10,242 median family in- 


come; 4.4 per cent of families earning 
more than $25,000; 11.2 school years com- 
pleted and 8.1 per cent of persons over 24 
who graduated from college. 


Here are the ratings for individual 


northwest suburban communities: 


Arlington Heights has a median family 


income of $17,034; 14.8 per cent of the 
families in the village earn more than 
$25,000 annually; residents average 12.9 
years of school; and 28 per cent of local 
residents are college graduates. 


Palatine has a median family income 


of $16,072; 11.5 per cent of the families in 
town earn more than $25,000 annually; 
13.2 years of school is the average for 
Palatine residents older than 24; and 25.2 
per cent of the residents older than 24 
are college graduates. 


MOUNT PROSPECT has a median 


family income of $16,503; 14 per cent of 
the families in town earn more than 
$25,000 annually; residents average 12.9 
years of school; and 21 per cent of the 
dents over 24 are college graduates. 


Buffalo Grove has a median family in- 


come of $14,833; 5.6 per cent of the fami- 
lies in town earn more than $25,000 an- 
nually; residents over 24 average 13.2 
years of school and 22.9 per cent of resi- 
dents over 24 arecollege graduates. 


Elk Grove Village has a median family 


income of $14,155; 6.1 per cent of the 
families earn more than $25,000 a year; 
12.7 is the median number of years of 
school for residents 25 and older; and 


18.2 per cent of residents over 24 have 
college diplomas. 


Hoffman Estates has a median family 


income of $14,549; 5.4 per cent of the 
families in town have incomes of more 
than $25,000 yearly; 12.7 years of school 
is the average for residents 25 or older;

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Just Politics 
Preventive Medicine Aids The GOP 


by BOB LAIIEY 


11 Ihe chief danger to the health of the 


Republican Party in the 1972 election is 
apathy, those who tend the health of the 
party In the 12th Congressional District 
of Illinois seem to be doing pretty well 
with preventive medicine. 


An estimated 600 persons turned out 


yesterday afternoon on a rare sunny and 
summery Sunday to listen to an assem- 
bly of five Republican congressmen and 
Gov. Richard B. Ogiivie. 


The occasion was the 12th Congression- 


al District Republican Conference, an 
offshoot of Republican pep rallies started 
by Donald Rumsfeld when he occupied 
the congressional seat now held by Rep. 
Philip M.. Crane of Mount Prospect. 


Crane acted as host at the conference, 


organized by Elk Grove Township Com- 
mltteemen Carl Hansen of Elk Grove 
Township, Donald Totten of Schaumburg 
T o w n s h i p , along with other com- 


Senior Citizens 
To Get Rebates 


Senior citizens with incomes under 


$10,000 per year will be eligible for re- 
bates on property taxes or a portion of 
their rent under- a new law recently 
signed by Gov. Richard B. Ogiivie. 


Also eligible for the rebates are dis- 


abled persons. 


Ogiivie has estimated that a total of 


280,000 persons in the state, mostly with 
incomes of *5,000 or less, will be able to 
qualify for average grants of $108. 


The formula for determining the 


grants is based on a maximum grant of 
$600, less 5 per cent of the family's an- 
nual Income. 


Property taxes of homeowners will be 


rebated to the extent that they exceed 6 
p«r cent of the first $3,000 of income, 
plus 7 per cent of income above $3,000. 


For Instance, a taxpayer over the age 


of 85 with an income of $5,000 would be 
eligible for a maximum grant of $250 
(the $500 maximum, less 5 per cent of 
income.) If his taxes were $500, a total of 
$320 would be subtracted from that fig- 
ure (6 per cent of $3,000, plus 7 per cent 
of the remaining $2,000). The remainder 
of $180 would be the amount of his rebate 
from the state, since it is less than the 
$250 maximum to which he is entitled. 


For renters, one-quarter of their an- 


nual rent would be applied to the for- 
mula in place of the amount of property 
taxes. 


A renter with an annual rent of $1,920 


(1160 per month) and income of $5,000 
would thus subtract the $320 (percentage 
of income) from $480 (one-quarter of an- 
nual rent), to arrive at a grant of $160. 


The tax rebate program will be admin- 


istered by the Illinois Department of 
Revenue, and a spokesman for the de- 
partment said that it will figure appli- 
cations for grants upon request. 


Persons paying rent will be eligible to 


apply for the grants after Jan. l, 1973, 
basing their claims on 1972 rents and in- 
come. 


Property owners may apply after re- 


ceiving their 1972 tax bills next spring.

mitteemen from the district. 


Crane opened the conference with a 


warning to the assembled Republicans 
about the apathy lurking in the expected 
reelection of President Nixon. 


IF THAT APATHY can be avoided, 


Crane said, Republicans have a "unique 
opportunity to capture control of the Con- 
gress." Republican sentiment, he said, is 
reflected in early returns from a ques- 
tionnaire recently distributed among his 
constituency which is reporting "as high 
as 86 per cent" approval of the Nixon's 
performance as President. 


Crane apparently was one of the major 


drawing cards in the program, which in- 
cluded the governor, Rep. Leslie Arends, 
ranking Republican on the House Armed 
Service Commitee, and Edward Der- 
winski, Chicago Republican who has 
served in Congress since 1958. 


A visitor from Deerfield Township in 


Lake County, part of the new portion of 
Crane's reorganized district, estimated 
that some 60 persons from his township 
had given up a fine summer afternoon to 
attend the conference in Des Plaines. He 
guessed that much of their interest was 
in seeing Crane 


Other dignitaries at the meeting in- 


cluded Rep John H. Terry of Syracuse, 
N.Y., Rep. William Archer of Dallas, 
Texas; andi Trent Lott, a congressional 
candidate from Missouri. 


Richard B. 
Ogiivie 


Crane, Derwinski and Terry opened 


the conference by participating in a pan- 
el discussion with Frank Maier of Arling- 
ton Heights, Midwest Bureau manager 
for Newsweek Magazine; Dillon mith of 
NBC News in Chicago; and this writer. 


THEY WERE FOLLOWED by Arends, 


who has served in Congress since 1934, 
and has been Republican Whip since 
1943 


They were to be followed by a panel 


discussion with Archer Lott and Crane 
and three first-time voters from the 12th 
District, and a closing speech by Gov. 
Ogiivie later in the afternoon. 


Arends devoted his remarks to the na- 


tional defense. 


He told the audience that in his life- 


time, the U.S. has survived four wars. 


"When World War I came along, we 


weren't ready," he declared. "But time 
was on our sie.-side." 


"When World War II came along, we 


weren't ready. But time was on our 
side " 


When the Korean War began, he said, 


the U.S. had barely two divisions ready 
for combat, but was able to gain the time 
it needed to build up its sstrength. 


"But," he declared, "we can never ex- 


sect time to be on our side again." The 
advance of nuclear weapons, he empha- 
sized, dictate the necessity for a strong 
military establishment and the ability of 
the President "to deal from a position of 
strength " 


Arends said the Congress has respond- 


ed to the will of the people by voting to 
convert the military to an all-volunteer 
force. But he said, this move means that 
57 per cent of the $81 billion defense 
budget will go to personnel costs, to at- 
tract volunteers. 


- 
"Anyone who comes along — like that 


silly McGovern — and says we'll take $33 
billion out of that budget is talking 
through his hat," said Arends. 


Arends said that a Republican Con- 


gress will recognize the need for military 
strength, and predicted approval of the 
Trident submarine missile program and 
a new manned bomber. 


EUREKA SPRINGS, ARK., — Hordes

And the script includes a thor- 
oughly spurious death sentence, in which 
Pilate attributes Jesus' execution to "the 
desire of the entire Jewish people." 


" This pageant's director-writer, Rob- 


ert Hyde, has cast himself in the lead 
role — which he plays as if The Naza- 
rene were an acrobat rather than a car- 
penter — and as if he were auditioning 
for lead ape in Tarzan movie. 


* Hyde's voice suggests a casket sales- 


man, not a Messiah — except when he is 
trying to convey pain or exhaustion, by 
means of an almost incomprehensible 
gurgle, which suggests that he has surely 
swallowed his tone. 


* The crowd, which is almost entirely 


local townspeople (who should not be 
blamed for Hyde's abysmal direction) 
cries for the Crucifixion, while shaking 
their fists in perfect unison, suggesting 
no crowd which ever gathered, and all of 
the individual spontaneity of either the 
Rockette's legs or a Seig-Heiling SS pla- 
toon at Nuremburg. 


Hyde conceded that his almost entirely 


amateur cast had on occasion proven 
frisky. But he denied reports that some 
unidentified backstage culprit had filled 
Pilate's wash basin with glue, ("It was 
actually a blue dye," said Hyde), or 
loaded his sedan chair with rocks. It was 
also untrue, said Hyde, that one member 
of the Sanhedrin had wrought havoc by 
arming himself with a water pistol — or 
that anyone in the cast had told earthy 
stories during the Crucifixion scene, un- 


der the cover of distance and a pre- 
recorded, broadcasted dialogue. 


BUT NO SUCH hi-jinks could match 


the bizarre and devastating effect of the 
Ascension of Jesus in this Gospel-accord- 
ing to /Hyde. Jesus ascends, all right — 
right/through 
the ceiling of the Upper 


Room. If this was shattering, the "ghost 
parade" was worse. 


For Hyde's enactment of St. Matthew's 


u n i q u e report of Unnumbered and 
thenceforth unheard of resurrections at 
the hour of Jesus death (Matt. 27:52) is 
ghastly procession of figures, all of 
whom appear as if understudies in "The 
Mummy's Curse." 


Director-writer-star Hyde, during an 


interview, revealed that he has been in 
outdoor theatre since the early '50s; 
most recently associated with a produc- 
tion featuring Chief Crazy Horse. He also 
disclosed that having done (in) Jesus in 
Arkansas, he looks forward to future pro- 
ductions, such as working on (or over) 
Abraham Lincoln in Springfield, Mark 
Twain in Hannibal and Will Rogers in 
Oklahoma. 


Now that this atrocity has reportedly 


become one of the state's two top tourist 
attractions 
(along with

USA"), the lure of holy lucre has spread 
to Mobile, Ala.

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Victory Over Rh Disease 


RhoGam Is Winning Infant Anemia Battle 


by BILLIE BACHHUBER 


Victory over Rh hemolytic anemia 


(red Mood cell destruction) in newly 
born or unborn infants is imminent. Rho- 
Gam is the baby-saving vaccine respon- 
sible for winning the fight over a blood 
disease briefly described as early as 400 
B.C. 


RhoGam (technically, Rho (D) Im- 


mune Globulin (Human)) is made mostly 
from the blood plasma of Rh negative 
women already sensitized to the Rh posi- 
tive blood factor. The vaccine gives the 
unsensitixed mother passive immunity .to 
any Rh positive blood cells that may en- 
ter her bloodstream from her fetus, and 
which may harm future babies. 


Developed over a period of eight years 


and introduced just four years ago by 
Ortho Diagnostics, RhoGam is now being 
administered 
routinely to expectant 


mothers with Rh negative blood factor 
when blood tests indicate the need, said 
Dr. James D. Eggers, Mount Prospect 
obstetrician-gynecologist. (Cutter Labo- 
ratories has just recently marketed a 
similar serum to combat Rh disease. It 
is called Hyp Rho-D.) 


IN EVERY CASE in which blood diffi- 


culties arise, the father has an Rh posi- 
tive blood factor, which the baby inher- 
its. However, not all parents, with this 
blood factor combination generate blood 
incompatibility which can harm their 
babies, he pointed out. 


Parental anxiety can be eased if both

father and mother will undergo simple 
laboratory tests to determine blood fac- 
tors, Dr. Eggers advised. Many Rh posi- 
tive fathers have one Rh positive gene 
and one Rh negative gene. The baby in- 
herits just'one gene from the'father, and 
he may pass on the Rh negative gene. In 
this case, combined with the mother's 
negative gene, there may be no cause for 
worry. The baby will not be threatened, 
and the mother will not become sensi- 
tized. 


But when the father's blood tests out 


with two Rh positive genes, the physician 
is alerted to potential trouble. Rarely is 
the first baby in danger, but the risk be- 
comes greater with each succeeding 
pregnancy. 


MOST EXPECTANT mothers receiv- 


ing adequate health care can be assured 
— if lab tests indicate there may be a 
problem — that their future children can 
be protected from Rh disease. But, Dr. 
Eggers cautioned, the vaccine RhoGam 
is a preventative — not a treatment and 
is for the unsensitized Rh negative moth- 
er. An injection given within 72 hours af- 
ter the birth, stillbirth or miscarriage of 
each Rh positive baby prevents sensi- 
tization or formation of active antibodies 
in the mother's bloodstream. 


This sensitization happens when Rh 


positive red cells from the fetus (or from 
placenta! bleeding or ruptured unbilical 
cord) enter the mother's bloodstream. 
Her Rh negative blood system may man- 
ufacture antibodies to fight off the Rh 
positive "foreign invaders." These anti- 
bodies eventually may harm future Rh 
positive babies. . . by destroying their 
red 
blood cells, producing severe 


anemia. 


IT IS IMPORTANT that after the de- 


livery of each Rh positive baby, the Rh 
negative mother is injected with addi- 
tional vaccine. The dose each time is de- 
termined by tests and evaluated by the 


physician, said Dr. Eggers, who is on the 
staff at Holy Family 
The cost of the 


vaccine — once about $100, now about 
half as much — is negligible when al- 
ternatives are considered. "Any patient 
refusing RhoGam when she needs it, 
must sign a release," said Dr. Eggers 
stressing the importance of the vaccine 
in eliminating this blood disease that 
causes death and brain damage in the 
newborn. 


In 20 years — or when all Rh negative 


mothers now sensitized reach menopause 
—Dr. Eggers sees the end of the disease 
for all except two-tenths per cent of Rh 
negative mothers. This is down from the 
seven to eight per cent Rh negative 
w o m e n a f f e c t e d with blood in- 
compatibility before RhoGam was used, 
he said. 


THERE IS STILL a large number of 


Rh negative women who have had an Rh 
positive pregnancy (even if there was a 
miscarriage or stillbirth) who cannot be 
helped by RhoGam, but the use of Rho- 
Gam is keeping more mothers from en- 
tering this pool and can eventually erase 
this threat to infants, Dr. Eggers said. 


What impact is RhoGam making local- 


ly? Obstetrics-gynecology departments 
at local hospitals reported these statis- 
tics recorded in a recent 12-month peri- 
od. Northwest Community Hospital in 
Arlington Heights, 224 mothers received 
RhoGam injections. At Lutheran General 
in Park Ridge, the figure was 275. Moth- 
ers receiving RhoGam shots at Alexian 
Brothers in Elk Grove Village in the 
same time period numbered 88, and at 
Holy Family Hospital in Des Plaines, 79.

Relatively inexpensive at that time, 
the mass produced glassware came in 
many colors and patterns and often was 
given away as prizes at movie .theaters, 
in cereal packages and at carnivals and 
fairs. 


IT ALSO was sold through mail order 


catalogs. In the Depression Era a 61- 
piece set of this glassware could be 
bought for |3.19 postage paid. Today a 
single piece of it is difficult to obtain at 
two or three times that price.

book on this glassware .and also one on

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Teacher Pay Talks Viewed 


fcy BETSY BROOKER 


Approximately 40 per cent ot 12 school 


districts in the Northwest suburbs have 
completed teachers' salary negotiations 
as compared to 64 per cent of the 145 
suburban districts countywide. 


A survey recently conducted by the 


Cook County education office showed 
that 68 per cent of the 117 elementary 
districts reporting have settled their con- 
tract*. Only 46 per cent of the 28 high 
school districts have settled, however. 


Singling out the north-northwest area 


of the county, the survey put the number 
of settled districts in the 70 per cent 
range. 


While local districts may fall below the 


county norm in ease of settlement, their 


record this year marks an improvement 
over last year Out of-12 local school 
districts, five have settled 1972-73 teacher 
contracts Last year, only three districts 
had settled by August. 


THE DISTRICTS which have com- 


pleted negotiations include: Elk Grove 
Dist. 59, Mount Prospect Dist. 57, Pala- 
tine Dist 15, Maine Township High 
School Dist. 207 and Arlington Heights 
Dist 25. No new agreements have been 
reached since the five districts settled 
before the end of June. 


Past experience has shown settlements 


are usually made at the close of school 
or during the early months of school 
opening Absence of a full teaching staff 


School Chiefs To Meet 
On Distribution Of Aid 


Richard J. Martwick, Cook County 


school superintendent, has invited local 
school superintendents to a town hall 
type meeting this morning to discuss the 
county's assessment of property and 
the state's distribution of school aid.

Harper Tax 
Rate Hike 
Is Reported 


Harper College's 199 million 1972-73 


budget 
will come out in 
the black, but 


budgeting is tighter than ever, report col- 
lege officials, heralding Harper's first 
tax rate hike in coming years. 


In a report issued to the college board 


of trustees, a special board committee 
warned, "an increase in the tax rate will 
be necessary for the college to remain 
financially solvent for the long range fu- 
ture." However, neither the board nor 
college finance officials could pinpoint a 
date for the proposed tax hike. 


The budget, reflecting a 13 per cent 


Increase over last year, was approved by 
the trustees at a public hearing Thurs- 
day. The trustees adopted the budget 
plan with little discussion and no ques- 
tions from the audience. 


THE COLLEGE'S financial problems 


were outlined In a budget manual dis- 
tributed at the hearing. It states the col- 
lege, for the first time, will be unable to 
operate on current income. In the past, 
the college has carried over a budget 
surplus from year to year. However next 
year the college will have to use all of 
the surplus from past years without repl- 
acing it completely at the end of the fis- 
cal year. 


As an immediate solution to the tight 


dollar situation, college finance officials 
said it may be necessary to borrow mon- 
ey on a short term basis (borrow on next 
year's taxes). The tax hike was cited as 
a long range solution. 


The budget problem is the result of 


several factor* including: less tuition 
from out of district students, a drop in 
tax revenue and delay in collection; and 
an increase in costs and enrollment. 


The funds from out of district students 


has a strong impact, said college offi- 
cials, because it constitutes 8 per cent of 
the budget revenue. Any major change in 
this revenue source would change the 
budget picture. 


In addition, college officials report, 


"income per student from local taxes 
during the past six years has decreased 
by 67 per cent." This drop is offset by a 
per student hike of 52 per cent in tuition 
and 46 per cent in state aid. 


The major tax dollar problem Is late 


collection. Approximately 58 per cent of 
the college tax Audi are not received 
until May or June, the end of the fiscal 
year. To avoid deficit spending, the col- 
lege must list expenditures under the to- 
tal expected revenue. 


The building fund, for example Ms 


revenue at $1.7 million, but actual ex- 
penditures we listed at 11.4 million. To 
keep the amount of money available lev- 
el with expenditure*, the college must for 
the first time transfer money, HOO.OOO, 
from the education fund to the building 
fund. An Increase in salaries, stiff and 
material costs have boosted building 
fund expense 16 per cent, report college 
officials.

in state aid computations. 


The Democrats complain because Cook 


County has the highest equalizer and 
consequently receives less state aid Re- 
publicans say the equalizer should be 
higher because Cook County assesses 
property at a lower level than other Illi- 
nois counties. 


Local school officials have not taken a 


stand, but point out while a high equal- 
izer may produce less state aid, it also 
produces more tax revenue — if a tax 
rate is held constant.

The teachers' return in the fall has a 


critical influence on the bargaining pro- 
cess. If the negotiators have been merely 
dragging their feet, the fall brings a 
quick settlment However if the summer 
sessions have been marred by impasses 
and outside mediation, the fall term may 
intensify the hostilities, and in rare in- 
stances result in a teacher strike. There 
are exceptions in both cases. 


Settlmenets have not bee nreached in

condition of teaching such as class size 
and the school calendar. The board 
members and administrators, in many 
cases, say these items are a matter of 
board policy and not negotiations. 


Determination of what is negotiable is 


left to each individual district because 
there are no state guidelines on public 
employe bargaining. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — As I recall it, in an 


article some time ago, you said that dia- 
betes was often wrongfully diagnosed. Is 
it possible to be diagnosed1 as being dia- 
betic when one is not? 


Dear Reader — Yes, it certainly is and 


it often happens. Years ago some 
patients were diagnosed as diabetic 
merely because they had sugar in the 
urine. Actually anyone can have sugar in 
the urine from eating a large amount of 
sweets, which are absorbed quickly. The 
excess sugar will be washed out through 
the kidneys. This is one of the mecha- 
nisms that the body has for controlling 
the level of the blood sugar. 


Today, I think the most common cause 


of an incorrect diagnosis is related to the 
way the blood sugar levels are tested in 
the laboratory. Many diabetics have a 
normal fasting blood sugar and to detect 
those a glucose tolerance test (sugar tol- 
erance test) is often done. After a fasting 
blood sugar specimen is taken the person 
drinks sugar water. Since it is liquid it 
moves quickly to the intestine and is ab- 
sorbed directly into the bloodstream. 
This causes the blood sugar level to rise 
sharply. 


In a normal person by two hours the 


blood sugar level will be approximately 
the same as the fasting level. A diabetic 
will have a high blood sugar -level which 
stays higher than normal past the two- 
hour period. All of this indicates that 
there is not enough insulin for this per- 
son to clear the blood of the excess 
amount of sugar; hence, the diagnosis of 
diabetes 


The problem is that there are other 


things besides diabetes that can cause 
the blood sugar level to go too high and 
stay too high past the two-hour interval. 
The most common one of these is car- 
bohydrate starvation. Many people, when 
they get ready to go to the doctor for an 
examination, try to lose weight before 
the doctor sees them. To do this they 
eliminate sugar and carbohydrates from 
their diet If the body is not accustomed 
to metalolizing carbohydrates, it gets 
lazy and quits producing as much insulin 
as it usually does. In this relatively dor- 
mant state when the patient drinks a lot 
of sugar water the body doesn't put out 
enough insulin and as a result the sugar 
tolerance test looks like that in a diabetic 
test even though there isn't really any- 
thing wrong with the patient. 


TO AVOID THIS problem three days 


before you go in for actual testing eat a 
diet which contains a reasonable amount 
of carbohydrates. This includes tread, 
potatoes, things made with sugar in- 


cluding desserts or even candy ban. 
This way the body will be able to speed 
up insular production and can handle the 
sugar in the test. A normal individual 
will then have a normal sugar tolerance 
test. 


The known'diabetic under treatment 


Should not elect to eat lots of carbohy- 
drates and sweets before going in for an 
examination. He should check with his 
doctor to find out exactly what he wants 
done before a sugar test Otherwise the 
diabetic can upset the control of his dia- 
betes. The healthy person who has not 
been diagnosed as a diabetic should eat 
normally before going to the doctor for 
an examination. You won't fool the doc- 
tor anyway be spending a week dieting 
before you see him. All you will do is 
confuse the issue in a way that will be 
harmful to yourself.

Foster Program 


Is Praiseworthy 


The Northwest Opportunity Cen- 


ter this fall will initiate what we 
believe is an excellent program de- 
signed to bring together two of the 
sometimes forgotten segments of 
the total suburban population. 


The project is called the Foster 


Grandparent Program 
and is 


aimed at bringing the talents and 
experience of the elderly to help 
handicapped children in the north- 
west suburbs. 


Under the proposed plan, anyone 


over 60 years of age and who earns 
less than $2,000 per year will be 
eligible to work at two local in- 
stitutions which aid emotionally or 
physically handicapped children. 
Persons who qualify for the pro- 
gram will devote 20 hours a week 
to the project and receive $1.60 an 
hour wages. The salary will not af- 
fect Social Security payments. The 
elderly participants will also re- 
ceive $1 daily for transportation 
and a hot meal at the handicapped 
center, and a medical exam- 
ination. 


Currently, two local institutions 


meet federal guidelines for the pro- 
gram: Little City in Palatine and 
M a r y v i l l e Academy in Des 
Plaines. Both centers offer help to 
handicapped children and soon, we 
hope, will be a place where con- 
cerned elderly citizens will go to 
give their assistance as well. 


We applaud this program and we 


urge the elderly residents of the 
Northwest suburbs to consider giv- 
ing of their time and compassion 


for the benefit of handicapped chil- 
dren. 


The program obviously has value 


beyond the obvious help to be given 
t h e 
institutionalized 
children. 


There is enormous potential value 
in using the resources elderly citi- 
zens can give to their community. 


The best description of the worth 


of this program was given by 
Northwest Opportunity Center Di- 
rector Karen Stanley: 


"The foster grandparents will 


work with the children on a one to 
one basis giving the children a 
meaningful contact and giving the 
foster grandparents a feeling of 
being gainfully employed." 
} 


Miss Stanley is right in equally 


dividing the potential worth of this 
program between the recipients — 
the children — and the elderly who 
would also gain much from the ex- 
perience. 


If we have any reservations 


about this program, it is that the 
level of income for qualification is 
too low. The level of $2,000 is set to 
that it does not interfere with So- 
cial Security benefits. We believe 
the worth of this program is proper 
exemption from that restriction 
and wish that all elderly persons 
could qualify regardless of their fi- 
nancial status. 


Nevertheless, this program still 


deserves support as it stands. It is 
a good idea and a welcome devel- 
opment from the Northwest' Op- 
portunity Center. 


It's Computer Chess 


It is only a coincidence that just 


about the time the Fischer-Spassky 
world chess championship series is 
reaching its spine-tingling climax 
in Reykjavik, Iceland, the third an- 
nual U.S. Computer Chess Cham- 
pionship will be getting underway 
in Boston. It may, however, be a 
portent of the future. 


"Just as the handgun ended the 


Age of Chivalry and the parking 
summons the Joy of Driving, the 
computer may soon end the Age of 
Human Chessplayer," writes Fair- 
field W. Hoban, chess columnist for 
World magazine. 


"It's no secret that program- 


mers are developing computers 
fiendish enough to make any 
grandmaster's game a shambles." 


Pitting their digital computers 


and algorithmic electrodes against 
each other in Boston on August IS- 
IS, as part of the annual confer- 
ence of the Association for Comput- 
ing Machinery will be eight teams, 
each representing a university. 


The machine* are truly fiendish. 


One of them, the Super Nova, de- 
veloped at Columbia University, 
decides on moves at a rate of one 


move every 90 seconds while ex- 
amining about 5,000 different board 
positions in the process. It contains 
16,000 16-bit words of memory and 
executes about one million instruc- 
tions per second. 


Mathematicians have been en- 


tranced with the idea of building a 
p e r f e c t chess-playing machine 
ever since the first mechanical cal- 
culators were invented. It is only a 
matter of time until-they come up 
with one which even that human 
chess-playing machine, Bobby Fis- 
cher, could not hope to beat. 


Some things will be missing at 


the Boston Tournament, besides 
the element of suspense: 


There will be no complaints from 


the machine about the size of the. 
chess board or the presence of tele- 
vision cameras. None of them will 
arrive late, or demand a private 
swimming pool or new car, or hold 
out for more money. None of them 
will be "psyched out" by a tem- 
permanental opponent. It will all 
be cool, calculating and, unless you 
are a computer programmer, bor- 
ing as heck. 


For lovers of chess, it is not ex- 


actly a happy prospect. ,

Today, however, the supermarkets are 


often open around the clock — but in the 
rear of the store the butchers still put 
that red mesh sheet down at 6 p.m. 


It can be argued that the after-hours 


consumer deserves only a meat substi- 
tute, such as chicken which can be found 
in the store. There's an additional argu- 
ment that anyone, in these days of sky- 
high meat prices, is crazy to purchase 
meat. 


Meat, however, is a traditional and 


basic American foodstuff. Since every 
other food is available in your average 
food store, it seems ludicrous that one 
class of employes — the butchers — 
won't work after 6 p.m. 


Our editorial did not exhort all butch- 


ers to work around the clock. More sen- 
sibly, the butchers' union could put on a 
skeleton crew to serve customers in the 
wee small hours of the morning. In- 
cidentally, such a move could mean 
more jobs for butchers. 


It would also mean an increase in the 


cost of meat—but perhaps such a charge 
could be levied against the after-6 cus- 
tomer. 


Another argument offered is that such 


an expansion of hours would hurt the in- 
dependent store operator who cannot af- 
ford to hire added help. 


During the last twenty years, however, 


the independent grocers have been com- 
peting with supermarkets. It would seem 
such open competition is part of the 
great American free enterprise system 
which so many of us talk so much about. 


If you don't have laws regulating 


hours, then competition should be the re- 
sult. And I'd like that competition, after 
6 p.m , to produce a hamburger for me 
— or for others.

NEW YORK (UPI) - The independent 


computer taring industry is atarUng to 
bite the hand that feeds K. 


Giant International Business Machines 


Corp., which has 70 per cent of the 
world's computer business, owns the paw 
that's getting bit. Companies like Leasco 
Corp., IBM's biggest single customer, 
are doing the biting. 


Nor is IBM at all likely to retaliate. 


Any retaliatory measure might hurt IBM 
more than it would help. 


Asked about the matter, IBM said it 


did not care to comment. 


To be specific, Leasco has taken some 


of the IBM 360 computers it owns and 
added more memory capacity so that 
they compete rather well with the Model 
ISO series of the new IBM 370 computers. 


THIS IS WORKING out so well for 


Leasco that Executive Vice Pres. Jack 
Latham said he is not sure Leasco will 
be interested in buying IBM's two ad- 
vanced computers with "virtual storage" 
capacity just announced. Leasco rents 
these soupcd-up 360s for less than IBM 
charges for its 370s. 


Of course that's the essence of the in- 


dependent computer leasing game — the 
ability to rent IBM's computers for less 
than IBM is willing to rent them. 


"The reason we can do so is that all 


the IBM hardware will last much longer 
than IBM's depreciation policies pre- 
scribe," Leatham said. Because it needs 
a high cash flow and because its global 
dominance of the main frame computer 
manufacturing Industry enables it to do 
so, IBM sets its rental prices on com- 
paratively short life-spans. Yet, said 


Leatham, one-third of IBM's 1401 com- 
puters, sold back in the late 1950s and 
early 1960s still are in use. 


Leatham said that although Leasco has 


been in business 11 years it has yet to 
discard a single main frame IBM com- 
puter as wholly obsolete — "somebody 
can use it no matter how old it is. And 
we never have had a main-frame IBM 
computer stand idle." 


S U C H CIRCUMSTANCES permit 


Leasco and other independent computer 
leasing firms there are about a dozen of 
substantial size to calculate their 'rents 
for IBM computers on life-spans about 
twice as long as IBM does, thereby un- 
dercutting IBM's rates. 


To cut its rentals' and compete with 


Leasco, IBM would have to give up per- 
haps half a billion dollars a year in cash 
flow, Leatham pointed out. 


"So we expect to continue to live hap- 


pily under the umbrella IBM holds over 
us," he said. 


Leasco generates- maintenance and 


service business for IBM in addition to 
being its best single customer for new 
computers — "We require all our renters 
to sign maintenance contracts with 
IBM." 


Computer leasing brought Leasco reve- 


nues of about $56.9 million last year. The 
company also did $22.7 million in cargo 
container leasing. Its other operations 
are insurance and software and con- 
sulting services. It owns the huge Re- 
liance Insurance Group of Philadelphia 
and other carriers. Total insurance reve- 
nues of Leasco approached half a billion 
dollars last year.

Canada — U.S. wage parity — sought 


after by Canadian trade unions especial- 
ly in the past decade — is rapidly ap- 
proaching reality, notes a Commerce 
Clearing Hom* (CCH) study. 


Wages, in the manufacturing sector of 


the economy at least, are rising more 


rapidly in Canada than in the United 
States — especially since the early 1960s, 
notes the report which appeared in the 
June Wage Review of the publisher's Ca- 
nadian Industrial Relations And Person- 
nel Developments (IRPD).

In 1963, the IRPD wage review points

Union Oil Co. of California net earnings 


for the second quarter of 1972 were $27.9 
million, an increase of 4 per cent over 
the $26.9 million earned in the same 1971 
period. 


Net earnings per average common 


share outstanding for the three months 
were 77 cents in 1972 and 74 cents in 1971. 
On a fully diluted basis, the per-share 
earnings were 68 cents and 66 cents for 
the three-month period.

while the comparable U.S. increase was 
22 cents. 


Also, CCH noted, major settlements in 


U.S. manufacturing for the first quarter 
of 1972, as approved by the Pay Board, 
averaged 5.5 per cent per year, while 
negotiated increases in Canada fell gen- 
erally into the 7-9 per cent range. 


Figures contained in the wage review, 


CCH said, represent average wage .in- 
creases only, and do not purport to throw 
any light on the substantial dollar differ- 
ences that still separate certain specific 
Canadian wage earners from then: Amer- 
ican counterparts, although they do sug- 
gest a trend.

Title Showdown

"We're playing real good ball. We're 


ready now. It'll-be our ace (pitcher) 
against another ace and that's okay with 
me." 


Lloyd Meyer, Arlington Heights' fiery 


American Legion baseball coach, had a 
right to sound confident when he spoke 
those words yesterday. His team had just 
looked razor-sharp to whipping an im- 
pressive Belleville nine, 6-1, in the state 
legion tournament at Recreation Park. 


Characteristically — even though Mey- 


er obviously couldn't have been happier 
about Sunday's performance — he was 
not dwelling on the game past, but im- 
mediately looking ahead. 


And it was a pleasant look, because 


Heights probably put itself in the driver's 
seat in these state playoffs with its sec- 
ond win in two games (raising its record 
to 21-11).

Announce Revisions In 
High School Grid Rules 


Official football rules interpreters ap- 


pointed by the niinols High School Asso- 
ciation met Monday, Aug. 7 in Chicago 
for a oooxlay session of high school rates 
instruction. 


Tht instruction on the 1972 National Al- 


liance Football Rules was given by L. L. 
Astroth, IHSA Assistant Executive Secre- 
tary and member of the National Al- 
liance Rules Committee. The purpose of 
the meeting is to secure uniformity in 
the interpretation and application of the 
1973 high school football rules in down- 
state, suburban and Chicago areas. 


Tbere are a number of revisions 'au- 


tboriaed for the 1972 high school code. 
The most important of these are: 


L The only valid fair catch signal is

1 The covering official may stop the

block an opponent below the waist in an 
area three yards behind each scrimmage 
line extending laterally from sideline to 
sideline if the block is toward the spot of 
the snap. 


5. It is permissible for more than one 


coach to confer with one player during 
time-outs and intermissions. 


6. The penalties for dead ban fouls are 


always administered separately and in 
the order of their occurrence and cannot 
be part of double or multiple fouls.

Illinois High School Association officially 
gets under way on Wednesday, Aug. 23. 


Some schools will issue equipment and 


arrange to have players take their re- 
quired physical examinations at an ear- 
lier date but under the rules of the Asso- 
ciation, no school may organize or prac- 
tice its team before the second Wednes- 
day preceding Labor Day. 


Players must have engaged in a min- 


imum of 90 minutes of actual field prac- 
tice on each of 14 days preceding the 
first interschool game or scrimmage and 
no school may play its opening game 
earlier than Friday, Sept. 15 this year. 
These rules were adopted by the mem- 
bers of the Association for the protection 


of the players and to promote equality in 
competition among the schools. This fall 
approximately 555 high schools belonging 
to the IHSA will participate in football. 


Aug. 23 is also the beginning date for 


practice in fall baseball, cross country, 
golf and soccer. In these sports, how- 
ever, there is no required amount of 
practice before the first interschool con- 
test may be conducted. Schools may con- 
duct their first contest in these sports as 
early as the fifth school day after the 
opening of the fall school term. 


Approximately 400 IHSA 
member 


schools will participate in cross country 
this fall, while nearly 70 will engage in 
soccer competition. Only a few schools 
throughout the state conduct programs in 
fall baseball or golf.

Swimming Squad Example 
Of Our Own Nation In 72

The moat outstanding impression about 


Uw U.S. Olympic Swimming Trials was 
the aura of professionalism: years of 
work, the highest caliber training, and 
perfectionist attitudes. 


This is some of the feeling I received 


while some 700 amateur athletes from all 
across the United States gathered at Por- 
tage Park in Chicago to see which 61 
would attend the Munich games later 
this month. 


The team selected by the trial com- 


petition will undoubtedly be the dominat- 
ing force In swimming at Munich. It will 
represent world records in every stroke 
for other world swimmers to reach for. 
It la a team of great depth; our most 
powerful and fastest yet. 


The U.S. dominates the swimming 


world la many ways that indicate the 
kind of nation we are: highly com- 
petitive, individualistic, young, white, 
rich, middle-claw, with a certain kind of 
adolescent sophistication — a growing 
•un-and-fun culture, talented, male-domi- 
nated, competent, and efficient. 


Swimming is an expensive sport, found 


in communities capable of building pools, 
paying coaches, and supporting year 
round training programs. Right away 
this places the sport in affluent suburban 


communities with warm climates. 


Private swimming clubs are the domi- 


nant force, particularly those from Cali- 
fornia such as Santa Clara, Arden Hills, 
Huntington Beach, etc. All the swimmers 
on the 1972 U.S. team are white. Almost 
all are the product of age-group swim- 
ming, having begun competition as early 
as four and five years of age The aver- 
age age of the women on our team is 17; 
the men, WA. Watching two of the old- 
est, Mike Burton, 25, and Ellie Daniels, 
22, I sensed a fatigue of spirit possibly 
burned down at some earlier age. 


The expression of emotions seemed 


subdued beneath the aura of profes- 
sionalism. Many times a victory seemed 
to mean a job done correctly while ex- 
pressions of less, although more open 
sometimes, sounded like failure and at 
other times ... back to work. For many 
there was only a small chance of becom- 
ing a member of the team, yet there was 
honor enough in competing with the best 
in the country. 


It seems there is still greater focus on 


the male members of the team and yet 
there are both heroes and heroines. Jo 
Harshbarger and Deena Schoenfield are 
outstanding women swimmers, Jo at 15 
with ac upset world record was refresh- 
ingly delighted by her victory, yet 
seemingly bewildered by the new job 
that lies ahead. 


Mark Spitz and Gary Hall are two out- 


standing men swimmers — heroes. It 
might even be said that Spitz is a star — 
an idol particularly for younger girls ... 
the Omar Sharif of the swimming world. 
His aloofness, near boredom with break- 


ing world records, and concern over 
camera lighting for pictures of himself 
are exceeded only by his raw talent and 
skill at being the very best there is. 


The atmosphere of the Olympic Swim- 


ming Trials revealed varying kinds of 
persons; blase winners and some excited 
ones; shy and comfortable 
talkers; 


scared and cool. 


Within this diversity there seemed to 


me to be common elements that go into a 
victory. 


First there needs to be athletic talent, 


noticeable at an early age enabling the 
best possible training. It is not uncom- 
mon for families of these swimmers to 
move to a part of the country where the 
swimmer may train under the best 
coaching specialist. The age-group com- 
petition helps explain the youthfulness of 
our team: seasoned veterans at sixteen; 
tired spirits and bodie,s at twenty-five af- 
ter 20 years of competition. 


Second is the training itself, its grow- 


ing sophistication and plain hard work. 
Most of our Munich team train under the 
long-course method, swimming great dis- 
tances every day far exceeding their own 
event's length, rather than simply re- 
peating their own event in practice. At 
their peak of training before tapering off 
to a big meet, these swimmers will swim 
13-15 thousand meters a day in two prac- 
tices. (In perspective that's about four 
miles per practice or 8-10 miles of swim- 
ming per day) 


Third is a determined mental attitude 


combining degree's, of driving ambition 
and the caluclating confidence of a veter- 
an. 


It seems to me that swimming is a 


very American sport in many ways — 
good and bad — and this team is the 
epitome of that cultural assessment. 


They are indeed excellent — the best. 


a team of superior athletes in skill, train- 
ing, and attitude. One that in many ways 
does honor to the Olympic ideal.

received the greatest education a man 
can get. I learned two things. One, if you

Lose one and you realize how 
poor you are. Sports i« my happiness. 


"Two, the.most beautiful things in life 


are free — fresh air, sunshine, water, 
friends. I don't think you'll find one per- 
son who'll say Charlie Finley threw me ;i 
curve or conned me."

More important, he has some very 


positive feelings about changing the bas- 
ic game of baseball. 


So Charlie, to speed the game up, has 


proposed that a man be given first base 
on three balls. He would like to see pinch 
runners without the original runner leav- 
ing the game. He favors pinch hitters for 
the pitcher at all times. 


"There's only one thing that's even 


worse than a 1-0 game," he says. "That's 
a no-hitter until it gets to the eighth or 
ninth inning. Most of the time the catch- 
er and pitcher are just paying catch. 
People don't go to ball games to see two 
people playing catch. They want to see 
action — guys running around those 
bases, outfielders running after those 
balls, balls going out of the park. Boom, 
boom, boom." 


Why does baseball maintain the status 


quo? 


"I can sum it up in one word. Stupid- 


ity 


"Some of these people, if they had a 


brain in regard to imagination, they'd be 
idiots, they're so damn stupid. We 
haven't had many owners in baseball 
with any imaginative thinking. 


"Baseball was the only sport years 


ago. All they had to do was open the 
gates. But that's not the case today. 


Baseball is faced with competition. 


"My father worked 47 years in the 


steel mills and I often heard Dad say to 
his machine shop buddies, 'I don't want 
to be a millionaire. I just want to live 
like one.' Funny thing, today the average" 
working man can live like a millionaire. 
If it's too hot, all he has to do is turn up 
the air conditioning. If he wants enter- 
tainment, he doesn't even have to get up. 
He can push the button So there is some 
of baseball's competition. 


"Baseball is just as interesting today 


as it was in 1900, but NO MORE INTER- 
ESTING. Other sports are a hell of a lot 
more interesting than they were 25 years 
ago because they've been smart and 
done something.. and have had leaders 
that know something about selling and 
competition."

Illinois Holds Special Teal Season 


Illinois waterfowl hunters will have a 


special teal season again this year. Hen- 
ry N Barkhausen, director of the Illinois 
Department of Conservation, announced 
that a special nine-day season will be 
held for blue-winged, green-winged and 
cinnamon teal. 


The season will begin Sept. 15 and run 


through Sept. 23. Shooting hours are 
from 7 a.m. to 4 p.m., Central Daylight 
Time, during each day of tine season. 


"Most of the teal migrate through Illi- 


nois before our annual waterfowl sea- 
son," the Director states. "Therefore we 
are conducting this special season for 
hunters so they might have the opportu- 
nity to hunt this popular game species." 


The daily limit on teal will be four 


birds per day, with a possession limit of 
eight after the first day's bunt. During 
the first day of the season the possession 
limit is four. All hunters will be required 
to possess a valid Illinois hunting license 
and, if 16 years of age or older, a 1972 
Federal Waterfowl Hunting Stamp.

The 
names of the other new employes were 
not announced.

The center will be located at the site of 


the present Community Service facility, 
a house at 700 Biesterfield Rd. adjacent 
to Alexian Brothers Medical Center. 


While under the NMHA, Schaumburg 


had a one-day-a-week treatment facility 
available in the township. Tentative 
plans call for Community Service to con- 
tinue this program. 


Rosen said the center will provide four 


services to the townships: 


—intake and emergency treatment. 
—continuing care for patients dis- 


charged from state mental hospitals. . 


—child and adolescent care, primarily 


for children in a "high risk" category, 
these are children who would be re- 
moved from the community if the center 
could not care for them. 


—treatment of adults on an out-patient 


basis.

IT'S A FACILITY that taxpayers and

A 33,000-square-foot addition to the pre- 


sent Schaumburg Township Public Li- 
brary will be available for use by the end 
of this week. 


Librarian Michael Madden reported to 


library board members Wednesday the 
old section will be vacated and the new 
wing ready for the public by then. 


Construction on the facility at 20 Li- 


brary Lane, Schaumburg, began in early 
summer of 1971 with the library provid- 
ing service throughout the construction. 


L i b r a r i a n s have catalogued and 


stacked some 200,000 books in the new 
wing and finishing touches to the meet- 
ing rooms and theatre shell are expected 
to be finished in several days. 


FURNITURE IS IN PLACE in the of- 


fice areas and as soon as carpeting is 
installed in the public area, the book 
stack* will be moved in and filled. 


Estmmated construction costs fell well 


below the ff70,000 figure board members 


were given in February of 1971, A con- 
struction account report in August 
showed construction cost would total 
$786,350.31 with $154,679.97 still to be 
paid. General contractor is Fred L. Ock- 
erlund. 


Other related costs, such as those for 


water and sewer line installation, furni- 
ture and audio-visual equipment also 
were overestimated. 


When all bills are paid, the construc- 


tion account should have a surplus of 
$117,138.47. 


The board will delay formal dedication 


ceremonies until late fall, after land- 
scaping is completed. 


Madden said the surplus may be great- 


er because landscaping may cost less 
than the $36,000 estimated. The board ap- 
proved payment of $4,282.27 to the village 
for water and sewer work and Madden 
noted the bill is almost naif of the origi- 
nal estimate. 


OTHER EXPENDITURES approved 


were the purchase of an electric type- 
writer, and electric refrigerator and 
stove for the lounge area. 


The board did not approve the librar- 


ians' recommendation to purchase a 
Sweda cash, register for $1,200,,and sug- 
gested Madden investigate the prac- 
ticality of a manual record system. 


Madden told the board the library 


auditors had suggested a receipt system 
for over dues collection and an account 
listing should be initiated instead of the 
present petty cash system. 


Trustee Harold Bond said adding ma- 


chines or an older register might provide 
the same service for less money. 


Madden said fee collection is down 


from the $5,000 to $6,000 a year collected 
in the past, and added a new overdue 
policy brings in less fines. He agreed 
handwritten records could be kept if the 
transactions are fewer, and will report to 
the board at its next meeting.

Proponents of an expanded general 


aviation airport in Schaumburg think of 
Meiffl aa a prototype for their plan, pri- 
marily because It has a single-landing 
strip approachable from either direction 
depending on wind and weather condi- 
tions. 


Abo, like Schaumburg, it is located in 


an area which is easily accessible to both 
business and Industry. 


But, several important additions are 


planned for the Schaumburg facility, 
which could drastically Improve the fi- 
nancial outlook. 


BESIDES BEING AN airfield with 


landing facilities to accommodate corpo- 


rate jet and prop-jet planes, the subur- 
ban installation could become a one-stop 
shopping center for aircraft and allied 
accessories. 


Sales tax revenue from these business- 


es, as well as others providing services 
(fuel, repair, car rental, motel, 
etc.) 


would swell the village coffers, backers 
of the plan maintain. 


Some who disfavor airport expansion 


warn that the village may suffer severe 
financial loss through uncollected landing 
fees. Such fees are difficult to collect be- 
cause planes may use the airport during 
non-business hours. 


Present thinking, however, tends to 


discard the idea of charging landing fees. 
A special use permit charges levied on 
businesses operating at the proposed mu- 
nicipal airport appears a more accept- 
able alternative 
—particularly since 


Schaumburg plans to recapture its share 
of the cost of such development through 
a revenue bond program. Annual is- 
suance of permits would provide a regu- 


lar and predictable source of income. 


At Meigs, operations for the year 1970 


resulted in a loss of $557,624, compared 
with a deficit of $440,802 recorded in 1969.

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Faculty Council 
Urges: Proceed 
To Fact-Finding

Toe Wheeling Faculty Council (WFC) 


has asked the Dist. 21 Board of Educa- 
tion to proceed to fact-finding, since me- 
diation efforts to settle contract negotia- 
tions failed last week. 


Fact-finding is outlined in the faculty 


contract as the next step after mediation. 
The board tabled the request Thursday 
night until the next meeting. 


The process will involve getting a fact- 


finder from the American Arbitration As- 
sociation. Larry Halter, spokesman for 
the WFC, said if the board agrees to the 
move, it may still take until September 
to get a fact-finder. 


IF THAT HAPPENS, the teachers will 


begin the new semester under terms, of 
their expired contract, while negotiations 
continue. The salary settlement would 
then be retroactive to the start of the 
leaching year. 


A fact-finder usually sets up a quasi- 


hearing for each side to present its view- 
points. The fact-finder then makes a rec- 
ommendation, which either side could 
turn down. 


If the recommendation is turned down, 


however, Halter said there are only two 
alternatives left. "The teachers would be 
faced with giving in or fighting - they 
might have to consider a strike." 


John Barger, spokesman for the Board 


of Education negotiating team, said he 
was disappointed in the failure of media- 


tion. "We seemed to be making progress, 
but we just didn't get there," he said. 


The major unsettled point is salary. 


During mediation, the board agreed to 
raise its offer from 5 per cent to 5% per 
cent. The WFC turned that down, how- 
ever, in favor of its own 6 per cent fig- 
ure, a decrease from the original WFC 
demand. 


Halter said the first mediation session 


with Ed Wise July 27 resulted in the 
procedural differences being tentatively 
settled. He said the teachers gave up 
some scope, or working condition issues 
they wanted in the contract. 


A joint committee of six teachers and 


four administrators would have been set 
up to work out those problems. The 
working conditions include such things as 
teacher evaluation and class size. 


"I WAS REALLY disappointed. I was 


most displeased because the association 
( I l l i n o i s Education Association) did 
make three moves, each tune decreasing 
demands, but the board made minimal 
moves," Halter said. Halter is also a 
representative of IEA. 


The tentative agreements made during 


the first session were thrown out when 
the economic issue could not be resolved. 
Barger said, "We didn't reach an agree- 
ment, so we withdrew our offers. We had._ 
gone substantially farther in mediation

Tree Burn Ban Not Hurting 


Although Wheeling has been affected 


by the current ban on tree burning, Di- 
rector of Public Works Larry Oppenhei- 
mer said the problem is not as serious as 
in Mount Prospect. 


Because his village has a large number 


of diseased and damaged trees to dispose 
of, Mount Prospect Mayor Robert D. Tei- 
chert initiated a move to have the North- 
west Municipal Conference buy tree- 
burning equipment to alleviate problems 
caused by the ban. 


Wheeling, however, does not have to 


dispose of a large number of trees. 


"I don't think we have quite the same 


problem as Mount Prospect," Oppenhei- 
iner said. "First of aO, we don't have 
many large trees." 


Oppenheimer said there are only a few 


large tree* in Wheeling and that most of 
the trees were planted approximately 10 
years ago. Smaller trees are not as eas- 
ily damaged by storms and wind. 


"Mount Prospect 
has those large 


trees," Oppenheimer said. 


Wheeling also doesn't have many elm 


trees that must be destroyed if they be- 
come infected with Dutch Elm disease. 
"Most of the stuff is trees that we pull 
out of the creek," Oppenheimer said. 


THE COOK COUNTY Forest Preserve 


District closed its tree-burning site near 
Wheeling on July 4 because a newly in- 
stalled air curtain destructor proved too 
costly to operate. Open burning, pre- 
viously done at the site, was outlawed 


because it contributed to pollution. ' 


Oppenheimer said that since the ban 


went into effect, Wheeling has been dis- 
posing of its trees at landfill sites for an 
approximate cost of 55 cents per cubic 
yard. Although he said that the landfill 
sites have not yet started to refuse the 
trees, it is likely that they win in the 
near future. 


"We're not being turned away right 


now," Oppenheimer said. "But I'm not 
sure how long that's going to last." 


He said landfill sites are reaching their 


capacity and do not like to take the trees 
because they are large and not com- 
pressible. 


Oppenheimer said that although land- 


fill sites'are meeting Wheeling's present 
tree disposal needs, tree-burning sites 
are going to have to be opened to handle 
future tree disposal. 


"I would hope to see the county do 


something about it," Oppenheimer said. 
He suggested that the county might open 
sites similar to the one that recently 
closed down. 


He said that the new air curtain de- 


structors used for tree burning would 
eliminate any problems that tree burning 
sites had previously caused in nearby 
communities. 


"The only time you might see smoke is 


when It starts up," Oppenheimer said. 
He added that the destructors completely 
burn the trees, eliminating smoke and 
bulk residue.

Guard The Rich

Living within arm's reach of a burglar 


alarm button is a way of life for resi- 
dent* of plush fiarrington Hills. 


Thousands of dollars worth of security 


systems are the sergeant at arms for 
this community of sliding glass doors 
and hilltop estates. 


The Paul M. Corbett home was 


equipped with some $2,000 of home secur- 
ity detectors, but he still was gunned 
down by Intruders along with three mem- 
bers of hi* family. In the wake of the 
murders, Harrington Hills families are 
afraid. 


"I'm never seen the wealthy people so 


concerned ... not just in Barrington 
Hills but throughout the area," said Jim 
Humphrey, owner of a Palatine firm 
which installed Corbett's burglar alarm 
devices as well as nearly half of all the 
security systems in the homes of Cor- 
bett's neighbors. 


Since the murders Friday night, Aug. 


4, Barrington Hills homeowners have 
called Humphrey for "system checks 
and adding more equipment . , . they 
want to make sure they're safe."

"When something like this happens 


there is always a rash of dogs, alarms 
and locksmiths. Fifty per cent of all the 
systems installed are requested by 
people who already have had one bur- 
glary," he said.

Parley To Weigh Park 
Use Of School Facilities 


Work on a new agreement between 


Prospect Heights Park District and 
School Dist. 23 for park use of school fa- 
cilities will begin nearly next week, it 
was decided at a meeting of the two 
groups Wednesday. 


Before 'then, park and school officials 


will meet separately to discuss their pro- 
posals for the new pact which will be 
exchanged at another conference Tues- 
day. 


Wednesday park commissioners Max 


Lyle and BUI Kuhns refused to agree to a 
proposed pact drawn up by school board 
members Roy Weinberg and John Stull. 
The two sides agreed to forego the Stall- 
Weinberg proposal in favor of a joint 
agreement. 


THE PARK DISTRICT is seeking a 10- 


year lease with a 10-year option to renew 
for use of John Muir, Eisenhower and 
possibly another district school site.' The 
parks have been paying rent to use Muir 
and Eisenhower facilities for their sum- 
mer programs since the old park-school 
agreement expired July 15. 


The agreement was terminated by the 


school board which felt that a new pact 
was needed and that in certain areas, the 
park district was not doing a satisfactory 
job of maintaining the land it was using. 


The park district said later the debate 


over length of the lease was the reason 
for cancellation of the agreement. 


Lyle and Kuhns said the park district 


plans to make developments in excess of 
$350,000 on the school sites for recrea- 
tional facilities and the longer term lease 
is necessary for the district to receive 
federal funding. School board members 
replied that state legislation may not al- 
low them to grant such a lease. 


Park commissioners also disagreed 


with a school board proposal that the 
pact be similar to the one Dist. 23 has 
with the Arlington Heights Park District. 


Lyle said a similar, agreement would 


not be logical because "Our park district 


has different plans for use of the facil- 
ities than Arlington Heights, Wheeling 
and Mount Prospect." 


"WE CAN'T HAVE similar agree- 


ments," Kuhns added. "Some park dis- 
tricts won't give the same as others will." 
He went on to say the park district wants 
special pacts for development of Muir 
and Eisenhower recreation sites. Their 
agreements would differ from the pact 
now being worked on. 


Also at Wednesday's talks, Eisenhower 


PTA representatives called for action 
concerning seeding and grading of a one- 
acre area behind the school for use as a 
playground. They were given school 
board permission to proceed with the 
project at their own expense as soon as a 
sewer hookup project for the school was 
complete.

Board members disagreed over 
whether to open the naming to other cat- 
egories, such as political leaders. 


In other action, the board voted to de- 


fer a decision on a monitoring system for 
the district schools, because bids were 
more than twice what estimates had 
been. 


Barger said estimates had run about 


$58,000 last fall, but the low bid sub- 
mitted was $99,000. The system would 
have a central point from which all 


schools would be electronically moni- 
tored for fires, vandalism and furnace 
failure. 


UNDER THE PRESENT state Life- 


Safety Code, monitoring devices con- 
nected to the fire department are re- 
quired only in parts of school buildings. 
The monitors' would serve the entire 
buildings. 


Barger said the new system, involving 


such things as smoke detectors, would tie 
into the administration building. When 
possible emergency is detected by the 
person manning the center, calls would 
be made to the proper departments — 
fire, police or maintenance. 


At. Supt. Kenneth Gill's recommenda- 


tion, the board agreed to revise the 
school calendar to allow an extra day off 
at the start of Christinas vacation. The 
day had to be subtracted frm some- 
where, Gill said, because Veterans' Day' 
is on a Saturday this year. The state leg- 
islature recently revised the rule which 
had required the holiday to be observed 
on the same day of the week every year. 
Veterans' Day now is Nov. 11. 


The board met in closed session at the 


start of the meeting to discuss land pur- 
chase with land appraisers who were in 
vited to the session. An board members 
were present.

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Forest Preserves Are Inviting 
Want People Back In Woods 


"We want to get people back to the 


woods," says James Malison when he 
tallu about the forest preserves in the 
Northwest suburban area 


MatUon, superintendent of the North- 


west division of the Cook County Forest 
Preserve District, is responsible for 
about 10,000 acres of forest preserve in 
the area bounded by Wolf Road, the 
Cook-DuPage County Line, Harrington 
road and the Lake-Cook County Line. 
Deer Grove and Ned Brown are the two 
biggest forest preserves in the division. 


Mattson, whose headquarters are in 


the Ned Brown preserve, said there is an 
increase in the number of people using 
the preserves. It is a trend he expects 
will continue as the suburbs develop 
more, leaving the forests as the only 
open land. 


Until recently, Mattson said, people 


wanted picnic tables set next to the road- 
ways so they did not have to walk far 
from their cars, now people are more 
interested in going into the woods for pic- 
nics, Hiking through the woods is also 
gaining in popularity. 


THE FOREST PRESERVE district is 


responsible for general maintenance of 
the forests ~ mowing grass, removing 
trash, pruning trees, repairing and locat- 
ing facilities and petroling the woods. 


During the spring and summer, 26 


men, including eight rangers, are em- 
ployed by the Northwest Division. After 
the fall killing frost, the work force drops 
to about 10 to IS men, 


In the winter, after a heavy snowfall, 


extra workers are hired to run the tobog- 
gan slides. 


The crews in the summer spend most 


of the time mowing grass and removing 
trash. MatUon calls these tasks a "nev- 
er-ending battle." 


There are about 300 acres of fine grass 


that should be mowed weekly. An addi- 
tional 1,000 acres of meadow land are 
mowed two or three times a season. The 
extra-wet summer this year has poshed 
grass cutting behind schedule. 


Previously, trash removal was easier 


for the division to handle. All trash was 
put into containers and burned. What- 
ever was left after burning — ashes, bot- 
tles and cans — would be dumped in for- 
est preserve dumps. 


Under new ecology laws all trash must 


be collected, and, nothing may be 
burned. Forest preserve dumps could not 
meet standards set for dumping sites so 
the trash Is hauled to municipal dumps. 


DESPITE THE recent interest in 


ecology, Mattson said there has been "no 
real change as far as the public is con- 
cerned," and more trash than ever is 
being removed from the forests. 


Mattson said one reason for the in- 


crease in trash is that people are using 


more and more disposable items. 


"People come to a picnic and don't ex- 


pect to take anything home. They throw 
it all away." 


Another reason is that some people use 


the forest preserve to dispose of items 
that cannot be given to regular trash col- 
lectors. His crews have found cans filled 
with bricks that people wanted to get rid 
of. 


Litterbugs are a big headache for the 


division. Mattson said the hardest things 
to pick up are bottle tops and tab tops 
from cans. 


During the time between the killing 


frost and heavy snow, forest preserve 
crews repair picnic benches, relocate toi- 
let facilities, prune trees and catch up on 
maintenance they did not have time for 


The elk are a carryover from the days 


when the forest preserve district main- 
tained animal pens in different woods. 
Deer were kept in Deer Grove and buf-1 


falo were kept in — that's right — Buf- 
falo Grove. 


During World War II, the deer escaped 


and the buffalo died out, but the elk were 
taken care of. 


ONE BIG PROBLEM is people who 


feed the elk stale, mouldy bread. Several 
elk have dfed from eating old bread. 


In spite of all the problems, Mattson 


still enjoys his job. He has been with the 
forest preserve district for 25 years, 15 
years as a superintendent 


To Mattson, the forest preserves offer 


recreational opportunities that cannot be 
duplicated by any other facility.

Mattson has one responsibility that oth- 


er division superintendents do not, taking 
care of the elk in the elk preserve on 
Illinois Bte.

There are now 19 elk in the preserve. 


When the herd gets too big for the pre- 
serve to support, some of the elk are 
shipped to various facilities throughout 
the Midwest.

Urges: Proceed 
To Fact-Finding 


by STEVE FOBSYTH 


The Wheeling Faculty Council (WFC) 


has asked the Dlst. 21 Board of Educa- 
tion to proceed to fact-finding, since me- 
diation efforts to settle contract negotia- 
tions failed last week. 


Fact-finding is outlined in the faculty 


contract as the next step after mediation. 
The board tabled the request Thursday 
night until the. next meeting. 


The process will involve getting a fact- 


finder from the American Arbitration As- 
sociation. Larry Halter, spokesman (or 
the WFC, said if the board agrees to the 
move, it may still take until September 
to get a fact-finder. 


IF THAT HAPPENS, the teachers will 


begin the new semester under terms of 
their expired contract, while negotiations 
continue. The salary settlement would 
then be retroactive to the start of the 
teaching year. 


A fact-finder usually sets up a quasi- 


hearing for each side to present its view- 
points. The fact-finder then makes a rec- 
ommendation, which either side could 
turndown. 


If the recommendation is turned down, 


however, Halter said there are only two 
alternatives left. "The teachers would be 
faced with giving in or fighting — they 
might have to consider a strike." 


John Barger, spokesman for the Board 


of Education negotiating team, said he 
was disappointed in the failure of media- 


tion. "We seemed to be making progress, 
but we just didn't get there," he said. 


The major unsettled point is salary. 


During mediation, the board agreed to 
raise its offer from 5 per cent to 5V4 per 
cent. The WFC turned that down, how- 
ever, in favor of its own 6 per cent fig- 
ure, a decrease from the original WFC 
demand. 
• 


Halter said the first mediation session 


with Ed Wise July 27 resulted in the 
procedural differences being tentatively 
settled. He said the teachers gave up 
some scope, or working condition issues 
they wanted in the contract. 


A joint committee of six teachers and 


four administrators would have been set 
up to work out those problems. The 
working conditions include such things as 
teacher evaluation and class size. 


"I WAS REALLY disappointed. I was 


most displeased because the association 
( I l l i n o i s Education Association) did 
make three moves, each time decreasing 
demands, but the board made minimal 
moves," Halter said. Halter is also a 
representative of IEA. 


The tentative agreements made during 


the first session were thrown out when 
the economic issue could not be resolved. 
Barger said, "We didn't reach an agree- 
ment, so we withdrew our offers. We had 
gone substantially' farther in mediation

Golf Purchase Funds Sought 


Buffalo Grove Village Pres. Gary Arm- 


strong will travel to Springfield some- 
time in the next two weeks to ask for a 
federal grant to aid the village in the 
purchase of the Buffalo Grove Golf 
Course. 


The village board deckled to go into 


the golf course business following a feasi- 
bility study conducted by Alan Caskey of 
A.R.C. Associates, park and recreation 
planners. 


Discussing the study with the trustees 


at their meeting last Monday night, Cas- 
key reviewed the financial record of the 
course. The current manager, the Brani- 
gar Organization, Inc., operated the 
course it a $33,000 loss in 1969. Last 
year, the course had a net profit of 
$31,000. 


Caskey told the board the village could 


increase the profits of the golf course by 
using municipal employes and equipment 
to reduce operating costs. 


CASKEY'S OTHER major recommen- 


dations to the trustees were: 


—The village should issue revenue 


bonds in an amount sufficient to pur- 
chase the course, make necessary im- 
provements, and pay incidental expenses 
(probably about $1.3 million) 


—The village should apply to the U. S. 


Government Department of Interior, Bu- 
reau of Outdoor Recreation (BOR) to ob- 
tain SO per cent matching funds for the 
purchase of the golf course. Under the 
Land and Water Conservation Fund, the 
BOR will provide grants to purchase golf 


courses that are under threat of devel- 
opment. 


—The club house facilities, including 


food service and pro shop, should be op- 
erated year-round. The golf operation 
should continue under the management 
firm until the village can assume cem- 
plete operational control. 


—The village should continue to serve 


alcoholic beverages with food service at 
the golf clubhouse. The revenue from the 
sale of food and beverages is needed to 
repay the revenue bond issue. 


Armstrong said he will hand-carry the 


request for federal funds to Springfield to 
"demonstrate Buffalo Grove's interest in 
this project." 


OUTLINING the advantages to Buffalo 


Grove in purchasing the golf course, Cas- 
key said acquisition of the facility would: 


—Maintain a much needed recreation 


facility in the community. 


—Provide additional open space in the 


community. 


—Maintain natural flood plain and, 


therefore, help reduce the threat of flood-, 
ing. 


—Reduce the population density. 
—Reduce the demand for municipal 


and school services. 


Caskey said in his report that the pri- 


vately owned golf course may be on its 
way to becoming extinct. 


In his 45-page report, Caskey also said 


the number of rapidly disappearing golf 
courses in the northwest area will in- 
crease the demand on the Buffalo Grove 
Golf Course.

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Ogilvie Signs 
Mobile Care And 
Driver Test Bills 


Gov. Richard Ogilvie signed a legisla- 


tive bill yesterday clearing the way for 
the state's first mobile care network to 
be based at Northwest Community Hos- 
pital in Arlington Heights. 


The new law authorizes trained para- 


medical personnel who are in radio or 
telephone contact with a doctor or nurse 
to administer specified medical treat- 
ment at the scene of an emergency. 
Northwest Community Hospital is the 
only hospital in the state which has 
sought certification for such a program 
and approval is expected. 


In ceremonies at the Holiday Inn of 


Rolling Meadows, Ogilvie also signed 
into law several other bills with direct 
impact on the Northwest suburbs: 


—Approval of that $26 million Salt 


Creek Watershed Project; 


—Authorizing a driver's license testing 


station under the auspices of the Secre- 
tary of State somewhere in the area; 


—Truth In selling bill requiring specific 


information on condominiums and allow- 
ing buyers to withdraw from contract 
within five days; 


—Allowing unincorporated areas to 


contract with municipality for police pro- 
tection. 


Featured during the afternoon pro- 


gram was enactment of the "paramedic 
bill" which will put some 200,000 North- 
west suburban residents within three 
miles of emergency medical treatment. 


"THERE IS no question the care pro- 


vided In the first few minutes after a 
heart attack or serious accident often 


means the difference between life and 
death," Ogilvie told an audience of local 
officials and firemen. "But until now 
emergency personnel have been severely 
limited in the types of care they were 
permitted to administer." 


Fire departments from Arlington 


Heights, Palatine, Rolling Meadows, 
Hoffman Estates, Mount Prospect, Buf- 
falo Grove and Schaumburg will partici- 
pate in the new system. 


The Salt Creek Watershed bill was an- 


other step in the long awaited $26 million 
flood prevention project here. It commits 
the state government to financing nearly 
$3 million in recreational development at 
Busse Woods and channel improvements 
along Salt Creek. 


Ogilvie said the project, when com- 


pleted, will cut the flood damage in the 
Upper Salt Creek basin by 80 per cent. 


Officials, however, feel it may take an- 


other eight years before the project is 
completed. The bill now goes to Congres- 
sional committee for approval and may 
be included in next year's U.S. oil Con- 
servation Service budget. Federal funds 
will cover 45 per cent of the $26.5 million 
total cost. 


IN AN UNEXPECTED move, Ogilvie 


signed' the 'driver's testing station bffl 
yesterday. The governor had given no 
advance indication he would act on the 
legislation sponsored by Rep. Eugene 
Schlickman, who left before his bill was 
made law. A driver's testing station here 
is not expected for two years, according 
to Sen. John Graham. 


flooding Won't Be Eliminated 


With New Watershed Plan 


by MARCIA KRAMER 


Flooding problems in Palatine won't be 


eliminated with the enactment of the Up- 
per Salt Creek Watershed Flan, but are 
expected to be considerably diminished. 


That's the analysis of Village Mgr. 


Berton G. Braun, who indicated that 
some areas of town susceptible to flood- 
ing during particularly heavy rainstorms 
will continue to experience water dam- 
age even with the preventative measures 
included inthe watershed plan. 


If the plan is carried out as currently 


o u t l i n e d , however, flooding damage 
won't be nearly as likely to occur as it is 
now, and when it does take place, won't 
be nearly as widespread, according to 
Braun and other supporters of the water- 
shed plan. 


Braun termed the plan "an important 


project" for Palatine. 


The plan, developed over a six-year pe- 


riod, was devised mainly to minimize 
flooding in various Northwest suburbs, 
including Elk Grove Village, Rolling 
Meadows and Schaumburg, as well as 
Palatine. 


In addition, the communities will gain 


recreational areas where the various re- 
servoirs are erected. 


LOCATIONS OF'the reservoirs in Pal- 


tine would be: 


—Northeast of Harper College on a 128- 


acre site. 


—At the northeast corner of Palatine 


and Quentlh roads, 40 acres. 


—At Rossiter and Willow Creek lakes, 


west of III. Rte. 53 and north of North- 
west Highway, 80 acres. 


-North of the North View subdivision, 


37 acres. 


Water-based recreation facilities are 


expected to be at the sites, and other 
park facilities may be set up. 


The expense «• the project to the Vil- 


lage of Paatine lies in its agreement to 
maintain the channels of Salt Creek as 
the creek passes through the village.The 
village currently handles that function 
anyway. 


The park district will be responsible for 


developing the sites in Palatine, except 
for the reservoirs at Harper College and 
RoMiter Lake, which will be developed 
by the college and the Salt Creek rural 
Park District respectively.

Approval from the village is necessary 


because the purchase will -involve a 
mortgage. The library board must get' 
approval from a corporate body, the vil- 
lage, to obtain the land with a mortgage, 
Village Mgr. Bert Braun said. 


Selection of the Smith Street property, 


near-the downtown area, would end sev- 
eral months of searching for a site by the 
library board. The current facility at 149 
N. Brockway is an old residence with an 
addition that was built in 1956,

If so, Burley probably would ask the 


court for commercial zoning, which he 
originally sought from the village last 
year.

Regan told Charles Jeffress, assistant 


director of development for Kaufman 


Board To Reevaluate Home Occupation Laiv 


A revaluation of Palatine's home oc- 


cupation ordinance is being undertaken 
by the village zoning board of appeals. 


Representatives of the zoning board 


will meet tonight with Village Mgr. Ber- 
ton G. Braun and representatives of the 
village board and the plan commission to 
study possible revisions in the ordinance. 


The meeting is scheduled for 7 p.m. in 


village hall. 


The home occupation ordinance deals 


with businesses or classes conducted for 
profit in private homes. 


The ordinance was amended earlier 


this year to remove beauty salons as a 
home occupation, mainly because the 
home businesses circumvented various 
code and building requirements that sim- 


ilar businesses located in commercial 
districts had to meet. 


THE HOME OCCUPATION ordinance 


now allows various businesses to be con- 
ducted , including professional practices. 
In addition, up to two persons who do not 
live in the particular home can be em- 
ployed. 


The changes being considered by the 


zoning board, which are similar ,to ordi- 
nances in Arlington Heights and Glen- 
view, would: 


—Not allow any nonresidential employ- 


es. 


—Limit practices of certain professions 


to consultation or emergency treatment. 


—Research teaching to one pupil at a 


time. 


Another possible change, which Braun 


has suggested, would limit the types of 
equipment used in home occupations to 
those which would be used in everyday 
home use. 


BRAUN SAID Friday he believes there 


are "valid reasons" to regulate home oc- 
cupations, mainly because of traffic and 
other disturbances caused in the residen- 
tial neighborhoods, but added that home 
occupations at the same time are "in 
some degree, appropriate." 


A total prohibition would be "unneces- 


sary," he said, as well as "unenfor- 
ceable." 


Following tonight's discussion, the zon- 


ing board will further consider the mat- 
ter and make a recommendation for any 
ordinance changes to the village board, 
which would take final action. 


Young March, Listen To Beat 
Of A Different Drummer

The kid was good, see. 


He was on drums and he went into his 


solo as if he bad been waiting for it for 
some time. He was so good the audience 
stopped listening and began to accept the 
music as a fact, a thing which entered 
the room and made them pause in mid- 
sentence and mid-thought. 


The kid played drums the way Krupa 


played them in high school gyms 30 
years ago. He played as if he remem- 
bered "Topsy, Part II" the way it was 
played in Coke parlors in 1958, 15 — or 
was it a hundred? — years ago. 


No matter. The kid and his drums 


were different from that time, even if the 
legacy of his music stretches back to 
those other gyms and other summer 
nights. He was playing drums, sure, but 
it was backed up with Hard Rock, music 
that is labeled as noise by men with nar- 
row views and bark on their skins. 


They do not dance and only rarely do 


they yell or whistle their approval. They 
are here to listen to music and to meet 
their friends. This is a Sunday concert in 
the 'park for them and the music is nei- 
ther foreign nor confusing. It is part of 
the way they are and what they will be. 
It Is a province of the mind which can be 
only really entered by the young, A tick- 
et alone does not buy entrance to a rock 
concert. The price of admission is deep- 
er. 


THE JOHN HERSEY gymnasium is 


dark except for two pools of color. One is 
red and illuminates the rock band. The 
other pool is yellow and in it are clus- 
tered maybe a dozen adults, here to 
chaperon or to act as hosts at the snack 
bar. 


A few men sit in folding chairs along 


one wall. Maybe they have something in 
common, something to say to each other; 
but they cannot. The music does not al- 
low it and if these men do not appreciate 
its nuances or fathom its mysteries 
their penalty for growing old is to sit in 
silence and wait for the night to end. 


For the children of these adults, the 


band and its music are a good, good 
time. The kids talk to each other, they 
visit, they parade the fringes of the 
crowd to see and be seen. They walk in 
and out of the hall. They stop and let the 
music get to them again and then they 
move on. 


The kid couldn't care less about them. 


He was on drums and be had taken his 
audience and made them sit in silence as 
he shook raindrops and sunshine from 


his sticks, 


It is the night of Aug. 10, 1972. The 


interior of the John Hersey High Scholl 
gym Is like the inner ear of a symphonic 
cymbalist just after final curtain. The 
music is so loud it has filled the gym and 
is now trying to get out. 


THERE IS A RINGING in the air, a 


ringing from electronic music gone 
amok. The notes of the music ricochet 
around the walls of the gymnasium and 
make the Coke in the paper cups jiggle. 


At first it seems only noise. But it has 


a cadence to it and there seems to be 
reason lurking behind the amplifiers. 
Reason enough to make several hundred 
members of the audience applaud its 
variations and reason and purpose 
enough to make the young kid on drums 
finish the number and rap his snare one 
more time out of joy and just for the hell 
of it. 


The band starts again. The audience, 


all young, amost all dressed in the men- 
tal and physical garments of their gener- 
ation, show then1 appreciation by ap- 
plauding 


AT THE REAR of the gym two boys 


are playing catch in the dark. They play 
with an invisible ball one of them has 
made .up and tossed to the other and now 
they bend and leap to catch it and throw 
it back again. 


A young girl begins to cross their path, 


stops and politely goes around the game. 


What is this? Are the boys so deft in 


their imaginary game that they have 
foooled this girl and gulled her into 
avoiding the trajectory of a creation of 
the mind? 


Or is she with them and they with the 


music? Maybe she knows it's a game 
and in her way is playing it too. Maybe. 
But to ask them the question is to ruin 
the game. And it, like the music, is frag- 
ile. 


THE KIDS HAVE paid $3 each to enter 


this gym, but the price is high enough to 
keep some kids out. Near the entrance- 
way kids can hear the music clearly 
enough but being outside and listening is 
not enough. They long to be where the 
music lives. They wait outside and ask 
for loose change from strangers, hoping 
to get together the money for a ticket. 


Occasionally, if they ask the right per- 


son, they get the money. How can you 
keep a kid out a rock concert on a sum- 
mer night? 


A person doesn't get that many sum- 


mer nights as a teenager. 


Never enough, anyway. 


Woman Claims Car Tried 
Deliberately To Hit Her 


Police are investigating a report that 


an Arlington Heights woman narrowly 
missed being struck by an automobile 
Wednesday night that she says deliber- 
ately tried to run her down. Another girl 
was killed later that night in a hit-and- 
run incident on Palatine Road. 


A third party told police Thursday 


night that the woman was walking her 
dog at about 9:45 p.m. Wednesday in an 
apartment building's parking area when 
a car pulled into the lot and turned on its 
bright headlights. 


Police said the woman thought the 


driver of the car was only looking for a 
parking space until he "floored" the ac- 
celerator and came straight at her. She 
said she is sure the driver was deliber- 
ately trying to hit her, because the car 
bad to swerve to aim at her. 


Police said the woman managed to 


Jump out of the way. The car stopped 
brfefly before speeding away, allowing 
the woman to take a look at the car and 
driver. She described the car as a 1170 or 
later beige or gold Crevrolet Impala with 
black vinyl top. She said the driver was 
• white nun with dark hair and probably 
ever 39 years of age. 


Paint found on the clothing of Mary L. 


Gabl, the Arlington Heights girl killed at 
about 10 p.m. Wednesday, indicated that 
she had been struck by a gold or yellow 
automobile with a square headlight area. 


Barry James Hayes, Palatine, who dis- 


covered Miss Gabl's body, told police 
that he saw a light-colored automobile go 
over the curb on Palatine Road, swerve, 
slow down then speed away shortly be- 
fore the body was discovered. 


Police are investigating the possibility 


that the two incidents are related. They 
are also checking "numerous" other 
leads, according to detectives assigned to 
the case. A canvas of the area for the 
death car was started the night of the 
incident in the Greenbriar subdivision, 
near the scene. The entire uniformed di- 
vision has also been checking any yellow 
or gold automobiles with front-end dam- 
age.

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Ogilvie Signs 
Mobile Care And 
Driver Test Bills 


Gov. Richard Ogilvie signed a legisla- 


tive bill yesterday clearing the way for 
the state's first mobile care network to 
be based at Northwest Community Hos- 
pital in Arlington Heights. 


The new law authorizes trained para- 


medical personnel who are in radio or 
telephone contact with a doctor or nurse 
to administer specified medical treat- 
ment at the scene of an emergency. 
Northwest Community Hospital is the 
only hospital in the state which has 
sought certification for such a program 
and approval is expected. 


In ceremonies at the Holiday Inn of 


Rolling Meadows, Ogilvie also signed 
into law several other bills with direct 
impact on the Northwest suburbs: 


—Approval of that $26 million Salt 


Creek Watershed Project; 


—Authorizing a driver's license testing 


station under the auspices of the Secre- 
tary of State somewhere in the area; 


—Truth in selling bill requiring specific 


information on condominiums and allow- 
ing buyers to withdraw from contract 
within five days; 


—Allowing unincorporated areas to 


contract with municipality for police pro- 
tection. 


Featured during the afternoon pro- 


gram was enactment of the "paramedic 
bill" which will put some 200,000 North- 
west suburban residents within three 
miles of emergency medical treatment. 


"THERE IS no question the care pro- 


vided in the first few minutes after a 
heart attack or serious accident often

DAMP Rate Increase Seen

If and when Rolling Meadows begins to 


draw water from Lake Michigan through 
the DAMP Commission it would prob- 
ably mean a substantial water rate in- 
crease for consumers. 


But that likely will be a long time com- 


ing, because city officials don't have fi- 
nal approval for participation in DAMP, 
and could not hook into that system until 
sometime between 1975 and 1980. 


If DAMP water hits Rolling Meadows, 


water rates could possibly jump close to 
half-again or more than the 63 cents per 
1,000 gallons rate that users now pay, ac- 
cording to speculative figures provided 
by City Engr. James Muldowney. 


Water rates were raised to the present 


level in 1971 by the City Council, over 
objectives of the business community. 


Participation in DAMP — The Des 


Plaines,' Arlington Heights, Mount Pros- 
pect and Palatine water diverting proj- 
ect — will be contingent on the commis- 
sion's accepting the city's request for a 
certain volume of water. So far only ten- 
tative approval has been received, ac- 
cording to Muldowney and Mayor Roland 


Last year, when water rates were 


raised, one argument for the hike was 
that it would provide surplus revenue to 
be used for future water system im- 
provements, including participation in 
DAMP.

Young March, Listen To Beat 
Of A Different Drummer

The kid was good, see. 


He was on drums and he went into his 


solo as if he had been waiting for it for 
some time. He was so good the audience 
stopped listening and began to accept the 
music as a fact, a thing which entered 
the room and made them pause in mid- 
sentence and mid-thought. 


The kid played drums the way Krupa 


played them in high school gyms 30 
years ago. He played as if he remem- 
bered "Topsy, Part II" the way it was 
played in Coke parlors in 1958, 15 — or 
was it a hundred? — years ago. 


No matter. The kid and his drums 


were different from that time, even if the 
legacy of his music stretches back to 
those other gyms and other summer 
nights, He was playing drums, sure, but 
it was backed up with Hard Rock, music 
that is labeled as noise by men with nar- 
row views and bark on their skins. 


They do not dance and only rarely do 


they yell or whistle their approval. They 
are here to listen to music and to meet 
their friends. This is a Sunday concert in 
the park for them and the music is nei- 
ther foreign nor confusing. It is part of 
the way they are and what they will be. 
It is a province of the mind which can be 
only really entered by the young. A tick- 
et alone does not buy entrance to a rock 
concert. The price of admission is deep- 
er. 


THE JOHN MERSEY gymnasium is 


dark except for two pools of color. One is 
red and illuminates the rock band. The 
other pool is yellow and in it are clus- 
tered maybe a dozen adults, here to 
chaperon or to act as hosts at the snack 
bar. 


A few men sit in folding chairs along 


one wall. Maybe they have something in 
common, something to say to each other; 
but they cannot. The music does not al- 
low it and if these men do not appreciate 
its nuances or fathom its mysteries 
their penalty for growing old is to sit in 
silence and wait for the night to end. 


For the children of these adults, the 


band and its music are a good, good 
time. The kids talk to each other, they 
visit, they parade the fringes of the 
crowd to see and be seen. They walk in 
and out of the hall. They stop and let the 
music get to them again and then they 
move on. 


The kid couldn't care less about them. 


He was on drums and he had taken his 
audience and made them sit in silence as 
he shook raindrops and sunshine from 


his sticks. 


It is the night of Aug. 10, 1972. The 


interior of the John Hersey High Scholl 
gym is like the inner ear of a symphonic 
cymbalist just after final curtain. The 
music is so loud it has filled the gym and 
is now trying to get out. 


THERE IS A RINGING in the air, a 


ringing from electronic music gone 
amok. The notes of the music ricochet 
around the walls of the gymnasium and 
make the Coke in the paper cups jiggle. 


At first it seems only noise. But it has 


a cadence to it and there seems to be 
reason lurking behind the amplifiers. 
Reason enough to make several hundred 
members of the audience applaud its 
variations and reason and purpose 
enough to make the young kid on drums 
finish the number and rap his snare one 
more time out of joy and just for the hell 
of it. 


The band starts again. The audience, 


all young, amost all dressed in the men- 
tal and physical garments of their gener- 
ation, show their appreciation by ap- 
plauding. 


AT THE REAR of the gym two boys 


are playing catch in the dark. They play 
with an invisible ball one of them has 
made up and tossed to the other and now 
they bend and leap to catch it and throw 
it back again. 


A young girl begins to cross their path, 


stops and politely goes around the game. 


What is this? Are the boys so deft in 


their imaginary game that they have 
foooled this girl and gulled her into 
avoiding the trajectory of a creation of 
the mind? 


Or is she with them and they with the 


music? Maybe she knows it's a game 
and in her way is playing it too. Maybe. 
But to ask them the question is to ruin 
the game. And it, like the music, is frag- 
ile. 


THE KIDS HAVE paid $3 each to enter 


this gym, but the price is high enough to 
keep some kids out. Near the entrance- 
way kids can hear the music clearly 
enough but being outside and listening is 
not enough. They long to be where the 
music lives. They wait outside and ask 
for loose change from strangers, hoping 
to get together the money for a ticket. 


Occasionally, if they ask the right per- 


son, they get the money. How can you 
keep a kid out a rock concert on a sum- 
mer night? 


A person doesn't get that many sum- 


mer nights as a teenager.

Woman Claims Car Tried 
Deliberately To Hit Her 


Police are investigating a report that 


an Arlington Heights woman narrowly 
missed being struck by an automobile 
Wednesday night that she says deliber- 
ately tried to run her down. Another girl 
wa» killed later that night in a hit-and- 
run incident on Palatine Road. 


A third party told police Thursday 


night that the woman was walking her 
dog at about 0:45 p.m. Wednesday in an 
apartment building's parking area when 
a car pulled into the lot and turned on its 
bright headlights. 


Police said the woman thought the 


driver of the car was only looking for a 
parking space until he "floored" the ac- 
celerator and came straight at her. She 
said >be is sure the driver was deliber- 
ately trying to hit her, because the car 
bad to swerve to aim at her. 


Police said the woman managed to 


jump out of the way. The car stopped 
briefly before speeding away, allowing 
the woman to take a look at the car and 
driver. She described the car as a 1170 or 
later beige or gold GrevroM Impala with 
Mack vinyl top. She said the driver waa 
a white man with dark hair and probably 
over 30 years of age. 


Paint found on the clothing of Mary L. 


Gabl, the Arlington Heights girl killed at 
about 10 p.m. Wednesday, indicated that 
she had been struck by a gold or yellow 
automobile with a square headlight area. 


Barry James Hayes, Palatine, who dis- 


covered Miss Gabl's body, told police 
that he saw a tight-colored automobile go 
over the curb on Palatine Road, swerve, 
slow down then speed away shortly be- 
fore the body was discovered. 


Police are investigating the possibility 


that the two incidents are related. They 
are also checking "numerous" other 
leads, according to detectives assigned to 
the case. A canvas of the area for the 
death car was started the night of the 
incident in the Greenbriar subdivision, 
near the scene. The entire uniformed di- 
vision has also been checking any yellow 
or gold automobiles with front-end dam- 
age.

15 boundaries and 16 
homes are divided between Dist. 15 and 
Elk Grove Dist.

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Ogilvie Signs 
Mobile Care And 
Driver Test Bills 


Gov. Richard Ogiivie signed a legisla- 


tive bill yesterday clearing the way for 
the state's first mobile care network to 
be based at Northwest Community Hos- 
pital in Arlington Heights. 


The new law authorizes trained para- 


medical personnel who are in radio or 
telephone contact with a doctor or nurse 
to administer specified medical treat- 
ment at the scene of an emergency. 
Northwest Community Hospital is the 
only hospital in the state which has 
sought certification for such a program 
and approval is expected. 


In ceremonies at the Holiday Inn of 


Rolling Meadows, Ogilvie also signed 
into law several other bills with direct 
impact on the Northwest suburbs: 


-Approval of that $26 million Salt 


Creek Watershed Project; 


—Authorizing a driver's license testing 


station under the auspices of the Secre- 
tary of State somewhere in the area; 


—Truth in selling bill requiring specific 


information on condominiums and allow- 
ing buyers to withdraw from contract 
within five days; 


—Allowing unincorporated areas to 


contract with municipality for police pro- 
tection. 


Featured during the afternoon pro- 


gram was enactment of the "paramedic 
bill" which will put some 200,000 North- 
west suburban resident* within three 
miles of emergency medical treatment. 


"THERE IS no question the care pro- 


vided in the first few minutes after a 
heart attack or serious accident often 


means the difference between life and 
death," Ogilvie told an audience of local 
officials and firemen. "But until now 
emergency personnel have been severely 
limited in the types of care they were 
permitted to administer." 


F i r e departments from Arlington 


Heights,, Palatine, 
Rolling Meadows, 


Hoffman Estates, Mount Prospect, Buf- 
falo Grove and Schaumburg will partici- 
pate in the new system. 


The Salt Creek Watershed bill was an- 


other step in the long awaited $26 million 
flood prevention project here.

Judiciary Committee Chrmn. Donald 


B. Furst said he approved of the plans 
for the driving range, which is located 
north of Euclid Avenue just west of Wolf 
Road. However, Trustee Daniel J. Ahern 
said he would vote against the plan, fear- 
ing it would lead to similar future devel- 
opment of the adjacent ISO-acre Rob Roy 
Golf Course. (Kenroy Inc. does not own 
the golf course; Patrick B. McDonald 
does.) 


Trustee Patrick Link said he had to 


abstain because before he became a 
trustee he was president of the River 
Trails Park District, a body that is in the 
process of acquiring 19 acres of the prop- 
erty to be annexed. 


However, the chances of the planned 


unit development being approved by the 
village increased greatly when Trustee 
Bud Richardson said he favored the plan 
and Trustee George B. Anderson said he 
would go along with it too if the portion 
nearest Euclid Avenue would remain 
zoned single-family. All six trustees and 
Mayor Robert Teichert were at the meet- 
ing. 


"WE'RE LOSING the opportunity to 


get into the determination at all of what 
happens to the golf course's ISO acres," 
Ahern said. He added that he felt the 
village "would be laughed at" if it ob- 
jected to a county rezoning for multi- 
family use on the golf cdurse, after it 
had rezoned the driving range. 


Ahern had a similar argument in the 


fall of 1970 when he voted against Ken- 
roy's first attempt to rezone and annex 
the property. 


Anderson said he felt the village would 


have a better position to oppose any 
county rezoning attempt if the Euclid Av- 
enue portion could stay R-l. Roy Gottlieb 
of Kenroy said he would be willing to 
follow Anderson's suggestion.

Living within arm's reach of a burglar 


alarm button is a way of life for resi- 
dents of plush Harrington Hills. 


Thousands of dollars worth of security 


systems are the sergeant at arms for 
this community of sliding glass doors 
and hilltop estates. 


The Paul 
M. Corbett home was 


equipped with some $2,000 of home secur- 
ity detectors, but he still was gunned 
down by intruders along with three mem- 


bers of his family. In the wake of the 
murders, Harrington Hills families are 
afraid. 


"I'm never seen the wealthy people so 


concerned ... not just in Harrington 
Hills but throughout the area," said Jim 
Humphrey, owner of a .Palatine firm 
which installed Corbett's burglar alarm 
devices as well as nearly half of all the 
security systems in the homes of Cor- 
bett's neighbors. 


Since the murders Friday night, Aug. 


Decision To Hitchhike 
Ends In Boy's Death 


A last-minute decision to hitchhike 


home ended in tragedy for a Des Plaines 
boy Thursday night. 


Thomas Nleholl, 15, of 272 N. Drake, 


was struck and killed by a Chicago and 
North Western Ry. commuter train about 
9:30 p.m. on the C&NW railroad tracks 
near Central Road and Northwest High- 
way in Mount Prospect. 


Nicholl was riding in a car with his two 


friends Paul Hellmer, 16, of 241 Cornell, 
and Jeff Keister, 16, of 1368 Margaret, 
when they were stopped by a red light 
and the flashing signal of the oncoming 
train. 


"The gates were coming down and the 


flashing lights were going off and on," 
Hcllmcr recounted later. "I said, 'Tom, 
let's go.' I opened up the car door and 
got out. I never looked back at Tom. I 
started jogging. When I hit the train 
tracks, out of the corner of my eye I saw 
the train pretty close to me. The horn 
was just screaming at me. I took off and 
made it to the other side." Nicholl, how- 
ever, was not quite as quick. 


According to Mike Nixdorf, engine fire- 


man, 
the train was traveling at about 70 


mph when the two boys just ran out from 
around the gates in front of him, Nicholl, 
whose body was thrown 80 feet by the 
train, was dead on arrival at Holy Fami- 
ly Hospital. 


Bogus ISO's In Area 


Mou"t Prospect police have been noti- 


fied by federal authorities that a woman 
In her 20s has been passing counterfeit 
$50 bills in the Northwest area. Police 
said the bills are a 1969 series, but none 
has been uncovered in Mount Prospect. 


THE BOYS, apparently, had gone out 


for a ride during half-time of a Chicago 
Bears football game. According to Keis- 
ter, Hellmer and Nicholl used to like to 
hitchhike. "They had a little act where 
they sort of used to dance on the side of 
the road to attract attention and get a 
ride," he said. 


Thursday's accident was the third in a 


series of mishaps that have voccurred 
along the C&NW tracks in Mount Pros- 
pect since April. At that time, Herman 
Kieper of Mount Prospect was struck 
and killed by a commuter train as he 
tried to cross the tracks. 


In June, Mark Vefnsten, 14, also of 


Mount Prospect, was critically injured 
when a train struck him as he waited on 
his bike inside the lowered train crossing 
gates 


4, Barrington Hills homeowners have 
called Humphrey for "system checks 
and adding more equipment ... they 
want to make sure they're safe." 


Barrington Hills residents always have 


been concerned about the possibility of 
intruders in search of jewelry, money 
and other household belongings. 


"Families there want a system to turn 


on at night," Humphrey said. They also 
want the family to be protected from in- 
truders while they are away." 


Humphrey added that sometimes per- 


sons with burglar detection systems do 
not activate the alarm unless they are 
away from home, or at night while they 
sleep. 


"That's the way it was at Coroett's," 


he said. "People don't want to be re- 
stricted." 


Most of the exclusive Barrington Hills 


residences have built in burglary alarm 
buttons, which are active 24-hours-a-day 
and connected to the village police de- 
partment. 


Corbett was 10 feet from an active bur- 


glar alarm button when he was murder- 
ed. 


The isolation of homes there by the for- 


est preserve and wooded hills launched 
many of the new residents of the commu- 
nity to invest in the home detection 'sys- 
tems. 


"People feel Insecure when they can't 


see a light in their neighbor's window," 
he said. 


Humphrey, who has been in the home 


security system 
business 
for seven 


years, notes "two events have motivated 
people" to invest in the systems. "The 
Percy killing in 1966 and the Corbett 
murder," he said.

UNDER THE PRESENT state Life- 


Safety Code, monitoring devices con- 
nected to the fire department are re- 
quired only in parts of school buildings.

Larry Halter, spokesman for 
the WFC, said if the board agrees to the 
move, it may still take until September 
to get a fact-finder. 


IF THAT HAPPENS, the teachers will 


begin the new semester under terms of 
their expired contract, while negotiations 
continue. The salary settlement would 
then be retroactive to the start of the 
teaching year.

A fact-finder usually sets up a quasi- 


hearing for each side to present its view- 
points. The fact-finder then makes a rec- 
ommendation, which either, side could 
turn down. 


If the recommendation is turned down, 


however, Halter said there are only two 
alternatives left. "The teacEers would be 
faced with giving in or fighting — they 
might have to consider a strike." 


John Barger, spokesman for the Board 


of Education negotiating team, said he 
was disappointed in the failure of media- 
tion. "We seemed to be making progress, 
but we just didn't get there;" he said. 


The major unsettled point is salary. 


During mediation, the board agreed to 
raise its offer from 5 per cent to 5% per 
cent. The WFC turned that down, how- 
ever, in favor of its own 6 per cent fig- 
ure, a decrease from the original WFC 
demand. 


Halter said the first mediation session 


with Ed Wise July 27 resulted in the 
procedural differences being tentatively 
settled. He said the teachers gave up 
some scope, or working condition issues 
they wanted in the contract. 


A joint committee of six teachers and 


four administrators would have been set 


up to work out those problems. The 
working conditions include such things as 
teacher evaluation and class size. 


"I WAS REALLY disappointed. I was 


most displeased because the association 
( I l l i n o i s Education Association) did 
make three moves, each time decreasing 
demands, but the board made minimal 
moves," Halter said. Halter is .also a 
representative of IEA. 


The tentative agreements made during 


the first session were thrown out when 
the economic issue could not be resolved. 
Barger said, "We didn't reach an agree- 
.ment, so we witridrew our offers. We had 
gone substantially farther in mediation 
to seek a settlement." 


Barger explained that in addition to 


the salary, the teachers asked for an in- 
crease in insurance paid by the district, 
including dependent coverage. 


The board currently pays a lump sum 


— about $108 per employe — for insur- 
ance that costs about $300 a year for a 
teacher, spouse and children. That figure 
was raised to about $112 in the board 
offer this year. 


No future meetings have been sched- 


uled since the mediation session last 
Wednesday. 


Police are investigating a report that 


an Arlington Heights woman narrowly 
missed being struck by an automobile 
Wednesday night that she says deliber- 
ately tried to run her down. Another girl 
was killed later that night in a hit-and- 
run incident on Palatine Road. 


A third party told police Thursday 


night that the woman was walking her 
dog at about 9:45 p.m. Wednesday in an 
apartment building's parking area when 
a car pulled into the lot and turned on its 
bright headlights. 


Police said the woman thought the 


driver of the car was only looking for a 
parking space until he "floored" the ac- 
celerator ajid came straight at her. She 
said she is sure the driver was deliber- 
ately trying to hit her, because the car 
had to swerve to aim at her. 


Police said the woman managed to 


jump out of the way. The car stopped 
briefly before speeding away, allowing 
the woman to take a look at the car and 
driver. She described the car as a• 1970 or 
later beige or gold Crevrolet Impala with 
black vinyl top. She said the driver was 
a white man with dark hair and probably 
over 30 years of age. 


Paint found on the clothing of Mary L. 


Gabl, the Arlington Heights girl killed at 
about 10 p.m. Wednesday, indicated that 
she had been struck by a gold or yellow 
automobile with a square headlight area. 


Barry James Hayes, Palatine, who dis- 


covered Miss Gaol's body, told police 
that he saw a light-colored automobile go 
over the curb on Palatine Road, swerve, 
slow down then speed away shortly be- 
fore the body was discovered. 


Police are investigating the possibility 


that the two incidents are related. They 
are also checking "numerous" other 
leads, according to detectives assigned to 
the case. A canvas of the area for the 
death car was started the night of the 
incident in the Greenbriar subdivision, 
near the scene. The entire uniformed .di- 
vision has also been checking any yellow 
or gold automobiles with front-end dam- 
age. 


Detectives found a girl Friday that had 


been walking along Palatine Frontage 
Road just a block and a half east of Miss 
Gabl at the time of the incident, but she 
could remember nothing about cars that 
passed her Wednesday night. 
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Youths March—And Listen To—Beat Of A Different Drum

The kid was good, see. 
He was on drums and he went into his 


solo as if be had been waiting (or it for 
some time. He was so good the audience 
stopped listening and began to accept the 
music as a fact, a thing which entered 
the room and made them pause in mid- 
sentence and mid-thought. 


The kid played drums the way Krupa 


played them in high school gyms 30 
years ago. He played as if he remem- 
bered "Topsy, Part II" the way it was 
played in Coke parlors in 1958, 15 - or 
was it a hundred? — years ago. 


No matter. The kid and his drums 


were different from that time, even if the 
legacy of his music stretches back to 
those other gyms and other summer 
nights. He was playing drums, sure, but 
it was backed up with Hard Rock, music 
that is labeled as noise by men with nar- 
row views and bark on their skins. 


They do not dance and only rarely do 


they yell or whistle their approval. They 


are here to listen to music and to meet 
their friends. This is a Sunday concert in 
the park for them and the music is nei- 
ther foreign nor confusing. It is part of 
the way they are and what they will be. 
It is a province of the mind which can be 
only really entered by the young. A tick- 
et alone does not buy entrance to a rock 
concert. The price of admission is deep- 
er. 


THE JOHN HERSEY gymnasium is 


dark except for two pools of color. One is 
red and illuminates the rock band. The 
other pool is yellow and in it are clus- 
tered maybe a dozen adults, here to 
chaperon or to act as hosts at the snack 
bar. 


A few men sit in folding chairs along 


one wall. Maybe they have something in 
common, something to say to each other; 
but they cannot. The music does not al- 
low it and if these men do not appreciate 
its nuances or fathom its mysteries 
their penalty for growing old is to sit in 
silence and wait for the night to end. 


For the children of these adults, the 


band and its music are a good, good 
time. The kids talk to each other, they 
visit, they parade the fringes of the 
crowd to see and be seen. They walk in 
and out of the hall. They stop and let the 
music get to them again and then they 
move on. 


The kid couldn't care less about them. 


He was on drums and he had taken his 
audience and made them sit in silence as 
he shook raindrops and sunshine from 
his sticks. 


It is the night of Aug. 10, 1972. The 


interior of the John Hersey High Scholl 
gym is like the inner ear of a symphonic 
cymbalist just after final curtain. The 
music is so loud it has filled the gym and 
is now trying to get out. 


THERE IS A RINGING in the air, a 


ringing from electronic music gone 
amok. The notes of the music ricochet 
around the walls of the gymnasium and 
make the Coke in the paper cups jiggle. 


At first it seems only noise. But it has 


a cadence to it and there seems to be 
reason lurking behind the amplifiers. 
Reason enough to make several hundred 
members of the audience applaud its 
variations and reason 
and purpose 


enough to make the young kid on drums 
finish the number and rap his snare one 
more time out of joy and just for the hell 
of it. 


The band starts again. The audience, 


all young, amost all dressed in the men- 
tal and physical garments of their gener- 
ation, show their appreciation by ap- 
plauding. 


AT THE REAR of the gym two boys 


are playing catch in the dark. They play 
with an invisible ball one of them has 
made up and tossed to the other and now 
they bend and leap to catch it and throw 
it back again. 


A young girl begins to cross their path, 


stops and politely goes around the game. 


What is this? Are the boys so deft in 


their imaginary game that they have 


foooled this girl and guiled her into 
avoiding the trajectory of a creation of 
the mind? 


Or is she with them and they with the 


music? Maybe she knows it's a game 
and in her way is playing it too. Maybe.

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Ogilvie Signs 
Mobile Care And 
Driver Test Bills 


Gov. Richard Ogilvie signed a legisla- 


tive bill yesterday clearing the way for 
the state's first mobile care network to 
be based at Northwest Community Hos- 
pital In Arlington Heights. 


The new law authorizes trained para- 


medical personnel who are in radio or 
telephone contact with a doctor or nurse 
to administer specified medical treat- 
ment at the scene of an emergency. 
Northwest Community Hospital is the 
only hospital in the state which has 
sought certification for such a program 
and approval is expected. 


In ceremonies at the Holiday Inn of 


Rolling Meadows, Ogilvie also signed 
into law several other bills with direct 
impact on the Northwest suburbs: 


—Approval of that $26 million Salt 


Creek Watershed Project; 


—Authorizing a driver's license testing 


station under the auspices of the Secre- 
tary of State somewhere in the area; 


—Truth in selling bill requiring specific 


Information on condominiums and allow- 
ing buyers to withdraw from contract 
within five days; 


—Allowing unincorporated areas to 


contract with municipality for police pro- 
tection. 


Featured during the afternoon pro. 


gram was enactment of the "paramedic 
bill" which will put some 200,000 North- 
west suburban residents within three 
miles of emergency medical treatment. 


"THERE IS no question the care pro- 
vided in the first few minutes after a 
heart attack or serious accident often 


means the difference between life and 
death," Ogilvie told an audience of local 
officials and firemen. "But until now 
emergency personnel have been severely 
limited in the types of care they were 
permitted to administer." 


Fire departments from Arlington 


Heights, Palatine, Rolling Meadows, 
Hoffman Estates, Mount Prospect, Buf- 
falo Grove and Schaumburg will partici- 
pate in the new system. 


The Salt Creek Watershed bill was an- 


other step in the long awaited $26 million 
flood prevention project here. It commits 
the state government to financing nearly 
$3 million in recreational development at 
Busse Woods and channel improvements 
along Salt Creek. 


Ogilvie said the project, when com- 


pleted, will cut the flood damage in the 
Upper Salt Creek basin by 80 per cent. 


Officials, however, feel it may take an- 


other eight years before the project is 
completed. The bill now goes to Congres- 
sional committee for approval and may 
be included in next year's U.S. oil Con- 
servation Service budget. Federal funds 
will cover 45 per cent of the $26.5 million 
total cost. 


IN AN UNEXPECTED move, Ogilvie 


signed the driver's testing station bill 
yesterday. The governor had given no 
advance indication he would act on the 
legislation sponsored by Rep. Eugene 
Schlickman, who left before his bill was 
made law. A driver's testing station here 
is not expected for two years, according 
to Sen. John Graham.

Living within arm's reach of a burglar 


alarm button is a way of life for resi- 
dents of plush Harrington Hills. 


Thousands of dollars worth of sect rity 


systems are the sergeant at arms for 
this community of sliding glass doors 
and hilltop estates. 


The Paul 
M. Corbett home was 


equipped with some $2,000 of home secur- 
ity detectors, but he still was gunned 
down by intruders along with three mem- 
bers of his family. In the wake of the 
murders, Harrington Hills families are 
afraid. 


"I'm never seen the wealthy people so 


concerned ... not just in Harrington 
Hills but throughout the area," said Jim 
Humphrey, owner of a Palatine firm 
which installed Corbett's burglar alarm 
devices as well as nearly half of all the 
security systems in the homes of Cor- 
bett's neighbors. 


Since the murders Friday night, Aug. 


4, Harrington Hills homeowners have 
called Humphrey for "system checks 
and adding more equipment ... they 
want to make sure they're safe." 


Harrington Hills residents always have 


been concerned about the possibility of 
intruders in search of jewelry, money 
and other household belongings, 


"Families there want a system to turn 


on at night." Humphrey said. They also 
want the family to be protected from in- 
truders while they are away." 


Humphrey added that sometimes per- 


sons with burglar detection systems do 
not activate the alarm unless they are 
away from home, or at night while they 
sleep. 


"That's the way It was at Corbett's," 


he said. "People don't want to be re- 
stricted." 


Most of the exclusive Harrington Hills 


residences have built in burglary alarm 
buttons, which are active 24-hours-a-day 
and connected to the village police de- 
partment. 


Corbett was 10 feet from an active bur- 


glar alarm button when he was murder- 
ed. 


The isolation of homes there by the for- 


est preserve and wooded hills launched 
many of the new residents of the commu- 
nity to Invest in the home detection sys- 
tems. 


"People feel insecure when they can't 


see a light in their neighbor's window," 
he said. 


Humphrey, who has been in the home

years, notes "two events have motivated 
people" to invest in the systems. "The 
Percy killing in 1966 and the Corbett 
murder," he said.

board room of Building No. 3 on the tem- 
porary campus at 7800 N. Nagle, Morton 
Grove.

Decision To Hitchhike 
Ends In Boy's Death 


A last-minute decision to hitchhike 


home ended in tragedy for a Des Plaines 
boy Thursday night. 


Thomas Nicholl, 15, of 272 N. Drake, 


was struck and killed by a Chicago and 
North Western Ry. commuter train about 
9:30 p.n>: on the C*NW railroad tracks 
near Central Road and Northwest High- 
way in Mount Prospect. 


Nicholl was riding in a car r/ith his two 


friends Paul HeOmer, 16, of 241 Cornell, 
and Jeff Keister, 18, of 1368 Margaret, 
when they were stopped by a red light 
and the flashing signal of the oncoming 
train. 


"The gates were coming down and the 


flashing lights were going off and on,", 
Hellner recounted later. "I said, 'Tom, 
let's go.' 1 opened up the car door and 
got out I never looked back at Tom. I 
started Jogging. When I hit the train 
tracks, out of the corner of my eye 1 saw 
the train pretty close to me. The horn 
was Just screaming at me. I took off and 
made it to the other side." Nicholl, how- 
ever, was not quite as quick. 


According to Mike Nlxdorf, engine fire- 


man, the train was traveling at about 70 
mph when the two boys just ran out from 
around the gates hi front of him; Nicholl, 
whose body was thrown 80 feet by the 
train, was dead on arrival at Holy Fami- 
ly Hospital. 


THE BOYS, apparently, had gone out 


for a ride during half-time of a Chicago 
Bears football game. According to Keis- 
ter, Hellmer and Nicholl used to like to 
hitchhike. "They had a little act where 
they sort of used to dance on the side of 
the road to attract attention and get a 
ride," he said. 


Thursday's accident was the third in a 


series of mishaps that have occurred 
along the CfcNW tracks in Mount Pros- 
pect since April.

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Want People Back In Woods 


"We want to |«t people back to the 


woodi," say* Junes M*tUon when he 
talks about the forest preserves in the 
Northwest suburban area. 


MattMo, superintendent of the North- 


west division of the Cook County Forest 
Preserve District, is responsible for 
about 10,000 acres of forest preserve in 
the ares bounded by Wolf Road, the 
Cook-DuPage County Line, Harrington 
road and the Lake-Cook County Line. 
Deer Grove and Ned Brown an the two 
biggest forest preserves in the division. 


Mattson, whose headquarters are in 


the Ned Brown preserve, said there is an 
increase in the number of people using 
the preserves. It is a trend he expects 
will continue as the suburbs develop 
more, leaving the forests as the only 
open land. 


Until recently, Mattson said, people 


wanted picnic tables set next to the road- 
ways so they did not have to walk far 
from their cars, now people are more 
interested in going into the woods for pic- 
nics. Hiking through the woods is also 
gaining in popularity. 


THE FOREST PRESERVE district is 


responsible for general maintenance of 
the forests — mowing grass, removing 
trash, pruning trees, repairing and locat- 
ing facilities and patrol' ,g the woods. 


During the spring jri summer, 26 


men, including eight rangers, are em- 
ployed by the Northwest Division. After 
the fall killing frost, the work force drops 
to about 10 to IS men. 


In the winter, after a heavy snowfall, 


extra workers are hired to run the tobog- 
gan slides. 


The crews in the summer spend most 


of the time mowing grass and removing 
trash. Mattson calls these tasks a "nev- 
er-ending battle." 


There are about 300 acres of fine grass 


that should be mowed weekly. An addi- 
tional 1,000 acres of meadow land are 
mowed two or three times a season. The 
extra-wet summer this year has pushed 
grass cutting behind schedule. 


Previously, trash removal was easier 


for the division to handle. All trash was 
put into containers and burned. What- 
ever was left after burning — ashes, bot- 
tles *nd cans — would be dumped in for- 
est preserve dumps. 


Under new ecology laws all trash must 


be collected, and, nothing may be 
burned. Forest preserve dumps could not 
meet standards set for dumping sites so 
the trash is hauled to municipal dumps. 


DESPITE THE recent interest in 


ecology, Mattson said there has been "no 
real change as far as the public is con- 
cerned," and more trash than ever is 
oeing removed from the forests. 


Mattson said one reason for the in- 


crease in trash is that people are using 
more and more disposable items. . 


"People come to a picnic and don't ex- 


pect to take anything home. They throw 
it •» away." 


Another reason is that some people use 


the forest preserve to dispose of items 
that cannot be given to regular trash col- 
lectors. His crews have found cans filled 
with bricks that people wanted to get rid 
of. 


Utterbugs are a big headache for the 


division. Mattson said the hardest things 
to pick up are bottle tops and tab tops 
from cans. 


During the time between the killing 


frost and heavy snow, forest preserve 
crews repair picnic benches, relocate toi- 
let facilities, prune trees and catch up on 
maintenance they did not have time for 
during the summer. 


Mattson has one responsibility that oth- 


er division superintendents do not, taking 
care of the elk in the elk preserve on 
Illinois Rte. 72 in the Ned Brown pre- 
serve. 


There are now l» elk in the preserve. 


When the herd gets too big for the pre- 
terve to support, some of the elk are 
•hipped to various facilities throughout 


the Midwest. 


The elk are a carryover from the days 


when the forest preserve district main- 
tained animal pens in different woods. 
Deer were kept in Deer Grove and buf- 
falo were kept in — that's right - Buf- 
falo Grove. 


During World War II, the deer escaped 


and the buffalo died out, but the eft were 
taken care of. 


ONE BIG PROBLEM is people who 


feed the elk stale, mouldy bread. Several 
elk have died from eating old bread. 


In spite of all the problems, Mattson 


still enjoys his job. He has been with the 
foreat preserve district for 25 years, 15 
years as a superintendent. 
, 


To Mattson, the forest preserves offer 


recreational opportunities that cannot be 
duplicated by any other facility.

the site. 


Berrafato said the site is "sorely lack- 


ing of any kind of direct access either by 
public transportation or by way of a di- 
rect vehicular route." 


Since the site is centrally located in the 


college district of Maine and Nlles town- 
ships, traffic will feed into the campus 
from at least four directions, said Gilson. 
Most traffic problems are caused when 
the flow is in one direction such as from 
the suburbs to downtown Chicago, he 
.said. 


NARRAGANSETT AVENUE, which 


borders the site on the east, could be eas- 
ily widened and Beckwith Road, which 
bisects the site, will have to be widened 
whether the college locates there or not 
according to a college traffic survey, 
said Gilson. He said Lehigh Road, 
Dempster Street, Golf Road and Wauke- 
gan Road are also nearby. 
' 


Many residents think the cost of the 


land will be "prohibitive" because the 
site is located on prime residential land, 
said Berrafato. Gilson said that it is pos- 
sible that the 52-acre site will cost as 
much as the 105-acre Maryhill Cemetery 
site, the trustees first choice for a per- 
manent campus. 


"I am not just categorically against 


the college itself," said Berrafato, and 
added that the trustees "have a very 
poor choice of a site for reasons that are 
much better known to them than to me." 


The Beckwith Road site is the result of 


more than two years of study by the 
trustees and the college real estate 
agent, architect, attorney and traffic re- 
searcher. 


The college this spring gave up efforts 


to buy the vacant Maryhill cemetery site 
in Miles after opposition from citizens 
groups, the Illinois Junior College Board, 
and the owner, the Chicago Catholic 
Archdiocese, proved to be too much to 
overcome. 


The Beckwith Road site is among 23 


sites given consideration by college offi- 
cials since site investigations began. It is 
one of four sites which were under 
primary consideration in recent weeks. 


Included in the four were two sites of- 


fered by the Chicago Catholic Arch- 
diocese, one on the southeast corner of 
Wolf and Foundry road in Des Plaines, 
and another on the south side of Central 
Road east of the Des Plaines River, and 
the third south of Milwaukee Avenue 
near the Tri-State Tollway outside the 
college district. 


Problems the trustees are encounter- 


ing concerning the Beckwith Road site 
result from community opposition and

ly, including the DeLaine Horse Farm, 
6531 Beckwith Rd. About 10 acres are 
owned by the Helen Hoffman family in- 
cluding four large houses and 12 acres in 
the southwest corner of the site are 
owned by Lorraine Sintzel. The rest of 
the land is divided into small parcels 
owned by about four people. 


The Silbermans, the Hoffmans, Mrs. 


Sintzel and Berrafato are all opposed to 
selling their land to the college. 


The site's good points, are many, ac- 


cording to college officials: 


—It is certainly located within Oakton's 


Maine Township-Niles Township district 
and easily accessible. Of the three next 
best sites, two were in the extreme 
northwest corner of Maine Township and 
the third, at Milwaukee Avenue and the 
Tri-State Tollway, was entirely outside 
the college district. 


—Construction of the campus will in- 


volve relatively small developmental 
costs, such as site grading or drainage 
facilities'. In addition, utilities are avail- 
able and can be easily extended to the 
site. 


—Beckwith Road,, which runs through 


the middle of the proposed campus., has 
already been shown in surveys to need 
widening because of increased traffic in 
the area. If improvements to the road 
have been planned, those plans could 
probably be tailored easily to meet the 
college's traffic circulation needs. 


—The adjacent forest preserve lands 


on the south and east would provide a 
recreation and green space area for the 
campus.

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Olympic Observations 
Swimming Squad Example 
Of Our Own Nation In '72 


(Ed, Note: Divid Russell, a 
DCS

The most outstanding Impression about 


the U.S. Olympic Swimming Trials was 
the aura of professionalism: years of 
work, the highest caliber training, and 
perfectionist attitudes. 


This is some of the feeling I received 


while some 700 amateur athletes from all 
across the United States gt thered at Por- 
tage Park in Chicago to see which 61 
would attend the Munich games later 
this month. 


The team selected by the trial com- 


petition will undoubtedly be the dominat- 
ing force in swimming at Munich. It will 
represent world records in every stroke 
for other world swimmers to reach for. 
It is a team of great depth; our most 
powerful and fastest yet. 


The U.S. dominates the swimming 


world In many ways that Indicate the 
kind of nation we are: highly com- 
petitive, Individualistic, young, white, 
rich, middle-elms, with a certain kind of 
adolescent sophistication — a growing 
sun-and<fun culture, talented, male-domi- 
nated, competent, and efficient. 


Swimming is an expensive sport, found 


in communities capable of building pools, 
paying coaches, and supporting year 
round training programs. Right away 
this places the sport in affluent suburban 
communities with warm climates. 


Private swimming clubs are the domi- 


nant force, particularly those from Cali- 
fornia such as Santa Clara, Arden Hills, 
Huntington Beach, etc. All the swimmers 
on the 1872 U.S. team are white. Almost 
all are the product of age-group swim- 
ming, having begun competition as early 
as four and five years of age. The aver- 
age age of the women on our team is 17; 
the men, 19%. Watching two of the old- 


est, Mike Burton, 25, and EUie Daniels, 
22, I sensed a fatigue of spirit possibly 
burned down at some earlier age. 


The expression of emotions seemed 


subdued beneath the aura of profes- 
sionalism. Many times a victory seemed 
to mean a job done correctly while ex- 
pressions of less, although more open 
sometimes, sounded like failure and at 
other times ... back to work..For many 
there was only a small chance of becom- 
ing a member of the team, yet there was 
honor enough in competing with the best 
in the country. 


It seems there is still greater focus on 


the male members of the team and yet 
there are both heroes and heroines. Jo 
Harshbarger and Deena Schoenfield are 
outstanding women swimmers, Jo at IS 
with an npset world record was refresh- 
ingly delighted by her victory, yet 
seemingly bewildered by the new Job 
that lies ahead. 


Mark Spitz and Gary Hall are two out- 


standing men swimmers — heroes. It 
might even be said that Spitz is a star — 
an idol particularly for younger girls ... 
the Omar Sharif of the swimming world. 
His aloofness, near boredom with break- 
ing world records, and concern over 
camera lighting for pictures of himself 
are exceeded only by his raw talent and 
skill at being the very best there is. 


The atmosphere of the Olympic Swim- 


ming Trials revealed varying kinds of 
persons: blase winners and some excited 
ones; shy and comfortable talkers; 
scared and cool. 


Within this diversity there seemed to 


me to be common elements that go into a 
victory. 


First there needs to be athletic talent, 


noticeable at an early age enabling the 
best possible training. It is not uncom- 
mon for families of these swimmers to 
move to a part of the country where the 
swimmer may train under the best 
caaching specialist. The age-group com- 
petition helps explain the youthfulness of 
our team: seasoned veterans at sixteen; 
tired spirits and bodies at twenty-five af- 


ter 20 years of competition. 


Second is the training itself, its grow- 


ing sophistication and plain hard work. 
Most of our Munich team train under the 
Jong-course method, swimming great dis- 
tances every day far exceeding their own 
event's length, rather than simply re- 
peating their own event in practice. At 
their peak of training before tapering off 
to a big meet, these swimmers will swim 
13-15 thousand meters a day in two prac- 
tices. (In perspective that's about four 
miles per practice or 9-10 miles of swim- 
ming per day.) 


Third is a determined mental attitude 


combining.degrees of driving ambition 
and the caluclating confidence of a veter- 
an. 


It seems to me that swimming is a 


very American sport in many ways — 
good and bad — and this team is the 
epitome of that cultural assessment. 


They are indeed excellent — the best, 


a team of superior athletes in skill, train- 
ing, and attitude. One that in many ways 
does honor to the Olympic ideal. 


Announce Revisions In 
High School Grid Rules 


Official football rules Interpreters ap-

I 
love animals. I love baseball." 


Charlie actually believes in those ho- 


milies, He lives by them. 


From Interstate 80, east of Chicago, 


you can see the crest of the A's, with a 
baseball and bat, painted atop a barn. 
This is the hub of Finley's 1280-acre farm 
in LaPorte, Ind. Here he makes his deci- 
sions — for the Athletics, the California 
Seals of the National Hockey League and 
the recently acquired Memphis Tarns of 
the American Basketball Association — 
when he's not in his Chicago insurance 
office, or in a hotel room any place. 


It's the most curiously run empire in 


the history of sports. Charlie is a one- 
man operation. 


"They say," muses Charlie, "How do 


you run a baseball team in Oakland from 
a farm in Indiana?" I do pretty damned 
good by phone from a farm 2,000 miles 
away. I played baseball until I was 29 
years old, semi-pro in the Michigan-In- 
diana League. I don't say I know every- 
thing, but I do know the game of base- 
ball. It doesn't take any genius. Only 
hard work." 


And a disregard of time zone differ- 


ences, which means waking his manager 
up at 6 o'clock in the morning. 


So now here he is in this hotel room, 


this man worth millions, and he's on the 
phone with Frank Lane in Milwaukee, 
trying to trade an obscure outfielder 
named Ollie Brown for an obscure out- 
fielder named Joe Lahoud. 


"Now," argues Charlie, "the guy's no

longer bothered with tapeworm." (He 
doesn't get Lahoud but later waives 
Brown to the Brewers anyhow.) 


No detail, down to the requisition of 


paper clips, escapes Charlie. 


"I have very few people in my organi- 


"I don't believe it's, 
necessary to have many. I wear three, 
four, five hats myself. I hire a man to do 


a job, he's going to wear two, three or 
four hats." 


He's an acerbic, tough, profane man. 


He can also be charming and gracious 
and persuasive. He is hard to work for. 
He is impatient. 


"It's not difficult for people to work for 


me at all," Charlie shakes nil head. "It's 
difficult for me to put up with some «f 
them. Yon want my side of the picture. 
Managers in baseball or coaches in foot- 
ball, good ones are hard to find. 


"I've been condemned for changing 


managers so often. You look around — 
check Cleveland out, and other clubs — 
and you'll find they've had just as many 
managers as I've had. I'm not leading 
the pack ih my 12 years." 


Yes, you are, Charlie. You've had 12 


managers in 12 years. The Indians, next 
on the totem pole, have had 10. 


"I know how I want my baseball team 


run," shrugs Charlie. "There's got to be 
communication. I think I have one of the 
most outstanding managers in the game 
today in Dick Williams. He knows how to 
communicate.

know, if you're working for 


someone, you've got a boss. You've got 
to find a way to communicate with him 
or you're gone."

earlier than Friday, Sept. IS this year. 
These rules were adopted by the mem- 
bers of the Association for the protection 
of the players and to promote equality in 
competition among the schools.

Aug. 23 is also the beginning date for

Illinois waterfowl hunters will have a 


special teal season again this year. Hen- 
ry N. Barkhausen, director of the Illinois 
Department of Conservation, announced 
that a special nine-day season will be 
held for blue-winged, green-winged and 
cinnamon teal.

through Sept. 23. Shooting hours are 
from 7 a.m. to 4 p.m., Central Daylight 
Time, during each day of the season.

During 
the first day of the season the possession 
limit is four. All hunters will be required 
to possess a valid Illinois hunting license 
and, if 16 years of age or older, a 1972 
Federal Waterfowl Hunting Stamp.
